NEW YORK, April 25.—The Skourases 
have completed the reorganization of 
their circuit, comprising 563 houses and 
divided into four units. Charles Skouras 
is heading Fox West Coast Circuit of 
446 theaters, with headquarters in Los 
Angeles. George Skouras is running the 
Skouras Theater Corporation, which 
operates the 55 former Fox houses in 
New York, Long Island and New Jersey. 
Charles Caballero is supervising the 40 
former Fox theaters in up-State New 
York. L. J. Ludwig is running the At- 
lantic States Theaters Corporation, com- 
prising 22 houses, in partnership with 
Publix and located in New Jersey and 
around Philadelphia. 

This operating plan went into effect 
when E. L. Alperson returned here last 
week from the Coast.

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Brundage Shows Get Decision 
In Wisconsin State Tax Case 


Circuit Court at Madison rules $100 is the legal license 
fee for a carnival, $20 additional for each show and 
ride not being required—commissioners appeal 


) 


MADISON, Wis., April 25—In their 
first legal tilt with the State of Wis- 
consin over what State tax a carnival 
shall pay the S. W. Brundage Shows won 
a victory in the Dane County Court here 
last week when Judge A. G. Zimmerman 
decided that $100 is the legal tax accord- 
ing to his interpretation of the law. 

The State tax collector claimed that 
the law provided for a collection of $100 
for each carnival and an additional $20 
for each show and riding device. The 
Management of the Brundage Show 
claimed that the law provides for $100 
for a “caravan,” its contention being 
that a “caravan” was intended to mean 
a carnival or an aggregation of people 
traveling together. Following is the law: 

“Showmen’s State License; Exemption 
as to Fairs. (1) Every owner, manager or 
agent of a caravan, circus or menagerie, 
before he shall be allowed to exhibit the 
same in this State, shall procure a li- 
cense as a public showman by making 
application in writing to the treasury 
agent, which application shall state in 
detail the manner in which he intends 


to travel and the nature and character of 
hjs exhibition, and shall pay into the 
treasury therefor the sum of $100; and 
eyery owner or manager of a so-called 
side show, traveling vaudeville, Ferris 
Wheel, Merry-Go-Round, Ocean Wave, 
Whip, Seaplane, Caterpillar, Butterfly or 
s{milar device or so-called ‘rides’ operated 
for amusement, or transient shooting 
eters, and, except at a regular theater 
of vaudeville house, every person ex- 
hibiting for money any trained animal, 
wild animal or any object of curiosity 
shall procure a State license as a public 
showman and pay therefor $20; provided 
tHat if such person, owner, manager or 
agent shall state in the application that 
he applies for the license solely for the 
purpose of exhibiting at fairs, exposi- 
tions, exhibits or carnivals held on the 
grounds and under the direction of a 
society, association or board receiving 
Sate aid, the license shall be granted 
upon the payment of the following fees: 
For a caravan, circus or menagerie, $25;

NEW YORK, April 25—A home for 
circus people who are in need after their 
performing days are over loomed nearer 
realization during a peppy business 
meeting at Piccadilly Hotel Saturday 
morning of the Circus Saints and Sin- 
ners’ Club of America, assembled here 
for its semi-annual convention. Na- 
tional President Charles M. Moss, of 
Richmond, bringing with him a repre- 
sentation of the W. W. Workman Tent, 
took the floor to report on the progress 
being made on the site in Richmond, 
announcing that the Virginia State 
Legislature, of which he is a delegate, 
has passed a bill authorizing a highway 
which will run thru the property, greatly 
enhancing the site’s value. Mr. Moss 
urged the club to take definite action 
during the next few months in planning 
a campaign for the erection of the first 
cottage on the property, which will be- 
come necessary by 1933, according to the 
terms of the donor of the tract.

Taxes Boosted J 


In Nova Seotia 


Province expects $50,000 
more revenue from admis- 
sions in latest increase 


ST. JOHN, N. B., April 25.—New taxes 
on admissions to theaters, rinks, dance 
halls, indoor fairs and expositions, out- 
door fairs, shows and rides with tent 
shows, circuses, etc., in the province of 
Nova Scotia have just been put into 
effect. On admissions up to 15 cents 
the tax is 2 cents, between 15 and 50 
cents, 5 cents; 50 cents to $1, 10 cents. 
On children’s tickets 2 cents is exacted, 
day and night, up to 25 cents admission. 
On. passes the tax is 10 cents where the 
highest admission fee is below $1. Be- 
yond that the passes are taxed on the 
maximum admission. After $1 the rate 
is 10 cents per $1 and 5 cents for each 
additional 50 cents. 

The provincial government expects to 
corral an additional $50,000 at least per 
year thru the boost in the tax. The rea- 
son for the increase is that the govern- 
ment is practically bankrupt. The 
amusement tax is thus higher in hard 
times than in periods of prosperity. 

In all cases the showmen. are adding 
the tax, as usual, to the admission price. 
Under the law, the burden of collecting , 
the tax is placed on the exhibitor, thus 
adding to the worries of the sufficiently 
harassed showmen. 

The boosts in the amusement tax dur- 
ing the past few years have resulted in 
the cheaper amusements coming into fa- 
vor. The shows and rides with carnivals 
and at beaches and parks have been get- 
ting the play. New dance halls spring 
up every week, and more dances are be- 
ing held than ever before. Card socials 
are also popular. With the dances and 
card socials, the admisison is rarely over

Equity Co-Op Rule Takes Fall 
Out of All Waiver Musicals 


‘NEW YORK, April 25.—There’ll be no 
-Op musicals in legit this summer. The 
ifinnie and intimate revusicals, usually 
tne form that the co-op songfests took, 
will be out because of the Equity ruling 
Rassed last fall that players in a co-op 
oom get 50 per cent of the manager’s 
are of the secondary rights. 
The effect of this ruling on the mu- 
cals has been generally overlooked— 
ere have been a couple of managers 
ho wanted to put thru co-op proposi- 
tions this year—but it’s there all the 
wame. The rule says that the players 
‘t 50 per cent of the secondary rights— 
and in a musical there are no secondary 
rights to get 50 per cent of. The resolu- 
on stated specifically that where there 
ere no rights there could be no waiver. 


Equity has managed to cut down the 
co-Op proposition all around with its 
new ruling. It feels that a show isn’t 
really co-op anyhow unless the stage- 
hands, musicians, ushers and theater 
treasurers gamble on the results as well 
as the actors. The only way a musical 
can go co-op this year is for the actors 
to be actual partners tn the enterprise. 
sharing in the losses as well as the prof- 
its. And the shoestringers will have a 
hard job getting even actors to agree to 
that. It would. however, allow for a co- 
operative enterprise more or less along 
the lines of Heywood Broun’s Shoot the 
Works last summer.

Fox head leaves for Coast 


—Tinker succeeds Clarke 
as board chairman 


NEW YORK, April 25.—Sidney R. Kent 
leaves this week for the Coast to begin 
his reorganization of Fox, his first move 
since being elected president of Fox 
Films last week at the annual meeting 
‘of the board of directors. Kent resigned 
as vice-president and general manager of 
Paramount less than two months ago, 
joining Fox as executive vice-president 
four weeks ago. He is now in complete 
control, having the backing of Chase 
National Bank, which ousted Harley L. 
Clarke from the chairmanship of the 
board at last week’s meeting. 

Edward R. Tinker, who had been 
president of Fox, succeeded Harley L. 
Clarke as chairman of the board, the lat- 
ter remaining a director of the board. 
The election of Kent and ousting of 
Clarke from the chairmanship of the 
board signifies the virtual exit of Clarke 
from Fox. Clarke bought out William 
Fox for $20,000,000 two years ago and 
took over control of Fox thru General 
Theaters Equipment Corporation. Since 
then he has been struggling to salvage 
the collapsing Fox outfit, but could not 
do it. He lost control of Fox’s interest 
in Loew in 1930 and recently his General 
Theaters Equipment Corporation went 
into receivership. 

The receivership of G. T. E. threw 
control of Fox to the Chase National 
Bank, which is G. T. E. and Fox’s largest 
creditor, holding notes against bank 
loans to Fox and $30,000,000 worth of 
G. T. E. debentures. The Chase crowd 
put in Tinker to protect their interest 
and have now completed their coup by 
sliding in Kent as president. 

The revamped lineup of officers is 
Edward R. Tinker, chairman of the 
board; Sidney R. Kent, president; W. C. 
Michel, executive vice-president; James 
R. Grainger, Winfield R. Sheehan, 
Richard A. Rowland, C. E. Richardson, 
Leonard A. Woolams and Glenn Gris- 
wold, vice-presidents; H. C. Fahlbusch, 
secretary; Sydney Towell, comptroller; 
W. 8S. Bell, assistant treasurer, and Felix 
A. Jenkins and J. H. Lang, assistant 
secretaries. 

The board consists of Winthrop W. 
Aldrich, David K. E. Bruce, Matthew C. 
Brush, Harley L. Clarke, Philip R. Clarke, 
Samuel W. Fordyce, Charles W. Higley, 
Sidney R. Kent, George M. Moffett, Ed- 
ward R. Tinker, Cornelius Vanderbilt 
and Frank O. Watts. Altho W. R. Shee- 
han was re-elected as a vice-president, 
he was not re-elected on the board. Al- 
bert H. Wiggin also is out of the new 
board. 

At the stockholders meeting last week, 
it was decided to reduce stated value of 
capital stock from $90,780,000 to $12,628,- 
000, changing value of A and B common 
from no par to $5 par value. Investment 
in stock of Fox Theater Corporation, Fox 
Chicago Theaters Company and Kodo- 
Chrome Laboratories will be written 
down to $1. Reserves will be increased 
from $2,233,095 to $40,030,030. 

Jacob Conn, Providence exhibitor and 
Fox stockholder, disrupted the stock- 
holders’ meeting with charges the bal- 
loting for directors was illegally con- 
trolled by voting trustees and threatened 
to sponsor a_ stockholders’ protective 
committee to oppose the election of 
directors.

Rothacker, who became director of busi- 
ness administration of the Radio studios 
in Hollywood last month, concluded his 
conferences here with President Kahane, 
of Radio Pictures, and other RKO of- 
ficials and leaves for Hollywood the end 
of this week. 


Jack Hylton’s Hustle 


LONDON, April 12.—On Sunday, 
April 24, Jack Hylton, after doing 
24 shows in London during the pre- 
vious week, will fly his whole band, 
instruments and effects to Brussels 
in the morning, to take part in a big 
concert organized for Belgian news- 
paper charities. 

In the afternoon the band plays 
at a football match against a Bel- 
gian team, and in the evening per- 
forms at a ball at the Palais de Beaux 
Arts. 

As soon as the ball is over, in the 
small hours of the morning, Hylton 
and his boys will do another broad- 
cast to America, this time from 
Brussels, featuring a program of 
Continental music. 

Then they will all fly back to 
London.

Georgia Supreme Court 
To Pass on Sunday Shows 


ATLANTA, April 23.—Supreme Court 
of Georgia will decide whether or not 
Atlanta shall have Sunday movies and 
shows for charity. Overruled in their 
appeal for a new trial, attorneys for 
John Thompson, recently fined $50 for 
operating a Sunday motion picture show, 
announced that they would carry the 
case to the Supreme Court for a final 
decision. 

Thompson was One of 13 motion pic- 
ture theater operators arrested last Feb- 
ruary for violation of the Sunday closing 
laws when they operated motion pic- 
ture shows for charity, under an agree- 
ment with a relief organization. He 
was fined $50 and the case made a 
“test case” in order to see whether or 
not the Sunday closing law was valid in 
charity cases. 

With the reopening of the Paramount 
Theater, the women’s division of the 
mayor’s emergency relief committee, of 
which Mrs. H. H. Margeson is chairman, 
has leased the Cameo Theater for Sun-

units.

After 50 Years 


LONDON, April 12.—John Bland, 
Irish actor, has achieved his ambi- 
tion to play a star part after 50 
years on the stage. 

He is 67 years of age and gets his 
name in lights for the first time by 
successfully taking over the leading 
part in “Old Man Murphy” at the 
Savoy at a moment's notice. 

Arthur Sinclair, who stars, was 
taken suddenly ill, and thus Bland 
got his first real chance. 


NEW YORK, April 23. — There is 
agitation on two fronts regarding the 
appearance of child actors. In Washing- 
ton, Senator Arthur Capper, of Kansas, 
and Representative Mary Norton, of New 
Jersey, are trying to amend the present 
Washington ruling which forbids the 
appearance of youngsters on a District 
of Columbia stage after 7 in the eve- 
ning. In Albany, the New York State 
Child Labor Committee is considering 
sponsorship of a bill to put the question 
of child actors in the hands of the 
Board of Education instead of individual 
mayors, where it now rests. 


The Washington agitation was really 
started by Steve Cochrane, veteran 
Washington theater man. The present 
statute absolutely forbids the appear- 
ance of children at night, and the re- 
sult, among other things, was that The 
Green Pastures had to play Baltimore 
instead of the capital, much to the dis- 
gust of Cochrane and various theater- 
goers. The quaintness of the Congres- 
sional mind is further illustrated by the 
fact that, in the provisions of the law, 
stage children are defined as all boys 
under 16 and all girls under 18. It is 
presumed that 17-year-old chorus gals 
in Washington are supposed to stay off 
the stage and in the speakeasies. 


The Capper-Norton legislation seeks to 
put the matter at the discretion of the 
District’s Board of Education. 


Meanwhile, the New York Child Labor 
Committee may introduce legislation to 
put the matter of stage kids in New 
York State in the hands of the Board of 
Education — but committee members 
have intimated that they would exempt 
‘New York City from the provisions of 
the bill. As things stand now, the mayor 
of each town has the say-so in the case 
of each show. The committee feels that 
the matter had better be left with the 
town school boards. 


Equity, on the other hand, has a 
hunch that the school boards might set 
themselves up as censor boards—which is 
certainly not beyond the realm of pos- 
sibility, school boards being what they 
are. 


“Miracle”? London Smash 


LONDON, April 17.—Charles B. Coch- 
ran’s revival of The Miracle at the 
Lyceum here last week met with uni- 
versal critical acclaim. Cochran had 
presented the original English produc- 
tion of the piece at the Olympic 20 years 
ago. Lady Diana Manners played her 
original part as the Madonna. Tilly 
Losch, hitherto known chiefly as a 
dancer, played the Nun and, according 
to James Agate, her performance stands 
out as one of the most brilliantly exe- 
cuted roles ever seen in London. 

Cochran was assisted in production by 
Max Reinhardt, Leonide Massine and 
Oskar Strand. 


Surprise Turn in SPA-MPPA Tiff 
After ERPI Money Is Mentioned 


NEW YORK, April 25.—Result of the 
last meeting between the Songwriters’ 
Protective Association and the Music 
Publishers, headed by John G. Paine, 
held Friday, may prove the undoing of 
all negotiations considered satisfactory 
to date. 

The surprising turn of events came to 
a head because of Attorney Schulman, 
of the Arthur Garfield Hays office, in- 
sisting that the songwriters as an or- 
ganization collect and handle the ERPI 
money derived from synchronization 
rights of motion picture films and other 
sound products. 

This money is now collected and dis- 
tributed by John G. Paine, who merely 
acts as agent and trustee as per agree- 
ment made in 1927 for five years by 
E. C. Mills, then head of the MPPA. 
Recently the SPA members assigned all 
their rights and moneys received from 


ERPI to the SPA as an organization. 
Paine declared that since his organiza- 
tion owns no such rights, the SPA 
shouldn’t own them either as an 
organization. 


When it seemed that the factions 
would come out of the deadlock of the 
last two weeks Sigmund Romberg, presi- 
dent of SPA, stated that since his mem- 
bers had already assigned their rights to 
the organization and since the present 
ERPI agreement runs out in Septem- 
ber, the new agreement should be made 
between ERPI and SPA. Paine contended 
that in reality the law of copyright in- 
cludes no such right, since it is not a 
tangible thing, and synchronization 
rights are a reality until a certain song 
is recorded. Should the SPA hold out 
for the ERPI deal, Paine informed them, 
then all negotiations are definitely off. 


Fight Continues on 


Kan. Sunday Shows 


WICHITA, Kan., April 23.—The fate of 
Sunday movies in Kansas is now up to 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. Arguments on the temporary in- 
junction granted to Fox West Coast The- 
aters by U. S. Judge John C. Pollock 
were heard last week before the court, 
which will announce its decision later. 


Attorney-General Roland Boynton and 
Assistant Attorney-General William C. 
Ralston sought dismissal of the Pollock 
injunction on the ground that the op- 
eration of Sunday shows was in violation 
of the ancient State labor law. Boynton 
declared that it was not within his 
province, but up to the individual coun- 
ty attorneys to prosecute individual 
violations, while the present action was 
against a corporation operating in many 
cities. 


Attorneys for the Fox interests asked 
to have the injunction made permanent 
on the ground that the injunction pro- 
ceedings instituted by the attorney-gen- 
eral were taken because juries would 
not return convictions on criminal ac- 
tions.

No Ballyhoo, English Plays 
Hurt Barrymore in Canada 


TORONTO, April 25.—-The recent ex- 
cursion of Ethel Barrymore to Canada 
and her playing to poor business was 
the cause of considerable newspaper talk 
toward the close of her engagement here. 
At a luncheon where the actress was a 
guest speaker she stated that “Nobody 
had come to see her production of The 
School for Scandal.” “Maybe you don’t 
like the classics here,” she said. Local 
theatrical officials were interviewed and 
placed the blame on lack of ballyhoo. 
She slipped into town with only the 
usual readers given in the news columns 
of papers in proportion to the amount 
of space paid for in advertising. 

Another important factor was the 
amount of good business done in ad- 
vance by English companies. British 
companies composed the bulk of the 
bookings at the Royal Alexandra Thea- 
ter this season and an official stated 
that the Toronto public has been fed 
a lot of nonsensical propaganda to the 
effect that no matter how bad a produc- 
tion, it must be superexcellent as long 
as it is British and comes from London. 
English productions have been over- 
emphasized to the detriment of Toronto's 
discrimination in selecting good theatri- 
cal fare.

close to Beck, are actually wised up as 
to RKO’s booking plans when the vaude- 
ville unit will be shifted over to Rocke- 
feller City.

It is quite probable that Europe has 
many attractions stranded in its capitals 
that would be a boon to American 
vaudeville. American audiences, as Beck 
well knows, have always reacted kindly 
toward good attractions regardless of the 
nationality or racial origin of the per- 
formers presenting these. Yet for many 
years American vaudeville had made 
commendable progress and succeeded in 
retaining its hold on _ popular-priced 
patronage with acts conceived, staged 
and financed by producers of indigenous 
origin. Of late American producers have 
not been responsible for startling in- 
novations. But not solely thru their 
personal failings—or lack of initiative 
and foresight, The situation has been 
virtually the contrary. 


Independent producers have persever- 
ance and even initiative. Otherwise there 
wouldn't be a single one left on the RKO 
roster by now. It has been the fault of

Fight to Senate; 


William A. Brady Chief Speaker 


NEW YORK, April 25.—Representatives 
of the legitimate theater brought their 
tax fight to the Senate last week, when 
a délegation appeared before the Senate 
Finance Committee in Washington and 
told the lawmakers how and why the 
proposed tax of 10 per cent on all tickets 
of 46 cents and over would mean the 
virtual death of legit. 

The total expected revenue from such a 
tax on the spoken drama is less than 
$1,000,000, and in view of the large 
revenues necessary under the new tax 
schedule it is hardly a drop in the 
bucket. The House found it convenient 
to cut $40,000,000 off the expected 
revenue for the benefit of the motion 
picture industry, but left legit precisely 
in the same spot as before. 

William A. Brady, the first of the 
speakers for the theater, told of general 
conditions, enlivened his talk with pic- 
turesque anecdotes and generally treated 
the senators to the best act they have 
seen in the long procession of delegates 


pleading against various special taxes. 
The American Federation of Labor last 


Week came out in support of the theater 
in its effort to kill the tax.

Phil Morris Seeks Veto on 
RKO Agents’ Board Decision 


Agent claims that the “governors” listened to Beck 
rather than evidence in taking Goman act away from 
him—member of arbitration board bears him out 


NEW YORK, April 23..—Claiming that he was “given the works” by the boar:l 
of governors of the newly formed RKO Agents’ Association at the behest of Martin 
Beck, Phil Morris (Morris & Oz) will not abide by this body's decision of Thursday, 
which took the act of Bee and Ray Goman away from him and put it in the 


hands of Gladys Brown, of the Thomas Fitzpatrick agency. 
to take the matter to higher-ups for a test case. 


Morris will attempt 
He wants to know whether 


agents, who released acts years ago, can take them away with little effort from 


their present representatives with the 
help -of the Association's arbitration 
hoard and, indirectly, Beck. 

Miss Brown, who handled the Gomans 
up until September 15, 1930, and then 
gave them a written release, firsc went 
to Beck two weeks ago and asked him to 
return the act to her. The result was a 
note to Morris from J. H. Aloz, in charge 
of RKO routes, advising the agent that 
the Gomans had been routed thru Miss 
Brown starting April 16. 

Morris interviewed Beck and explained 
that he had routed the act to start the 
same date (April 16) long before Miss 
Brown had spoken to the vaudeville man- 
aging director. Beck then advised arbi- 
tration by the Agents’ Association, which, 
after Morris had signed a slip promising 
to abide by any decision of the Board of 
Governors, took place Thursday morning. 

Morris’ decision, however, not to abide 
by the Board’s edict, came after Edward 
S. Keller, member of the arbitration body, 
told him Thursday night that he (Mor- 
ris) had lost because the Board had tak- 
en Beck's obvious wish*s into more cofi- 
sideration than the evidence presented. 
Yesterday, at the behest of Morris, Keller 
reiterated this on the booking floor in 
front of Maurice Rose and Norman E, 
Manwaring, chairman and secretary, re- 
spectively, of the Association, and Hugo 
Morris, another agent, who was within 
earshot when Keller told Phil Morris the 
whys and wherefores of the decision. 

Since Miss Brown released the Gomans 
in 1930, the act has had, in the order 
named, Harry Rogers, Eddie Riley (indie), 
Cherles Morrison and Jack Curtis as 
agents. The release from the Curtis office 
to the Gomans, signed by Miles Ingalls, 
associate, is dated July 7, 1931. Morris 
started to handle the act the following 
month and since then, a period of seven 
and a half months. has booked it for a 
total of 16 weeks’ work from RKO, not 
counting the intact route it started April 
16. 

When asking Beck to return the act to 
her, Miss Brown said that the cast of the 
act in 1930 is exactly the same as it is 
now. The Gomans, however, testified 
before the Board of Governors that the 
cast is entirely different with the 2xcep- 
tion of one girl. They signed an affidavit 
to this effect, naming the old and new 
casts. 

This arbitration meeting was the first 
held by the Agents’ Association with only 
one other case settled and another held 
over until the next meeting. Lew Can- 
tor’s claim that he and not the Charles 
Morrison office should handle Queenie 
Smith for RKO vaude was denied. Annie, 
Judy and Zeke’s request for a release 
from Morris & Oz was tabled. 

By-laws of the Association are being 
drawn up by the Board of Governors and 
will be presented to Arthur Driscoll, 
counsel, before going to the members for 
ratification next week. 


Phil Bloom Operated On 


NEW YORK, April 25. — Phil Bloom, 
popular RKO booker, entered Mt. Sinai 
Hospital yesterday for an operation on a 
hernia that has been bothering him for 
some time. He expects to be out within 
a couple of weeks. 

During his absence George Oberland, 
assistant, will handle the Midwest and 
Orpheum houses Bloom has been book- 
ing since coming to RKO from the book- 
ing managership of Fanchon & Marco. 


Brown Clarifies 
Morrison Case 


NEW YORK, April 23.—A letter from 
Hiram S. Brown, former president of 
RKO, on Wednesday practically exoner- 
ated Charles Morrison, agent, of the 
charges brought against him last De- 
cember by the act of White and Manning. 
The dancers had sworn to affidavits then 
charging Morrison with taking $1,000 
from them for an intact route which 
never materialized. Brown's letter to 
Morrison was one of his last official acts 
as president. 

The written statement came in reply 
to a letter from Morrison asking for a 
decision, one way or the other, on the 
five-month-old charges. Morrison stated 
that while Martin Beck, head of the 
booking office, had assured him he was 
not paying attention to the gossip, yet 
the stigma of an alleged shakedown still 
rested upon him and would continue so 
unless some decision was handed down. 

The ex-president declared in his letter 
that the charges had been carefully in- 
vestigated by B. B. Kahane, general coun- 
sel, and, while Morrison could not be 
completely vindicated because of the 
White and Manning affidavits, his built 
could not be proven. In Brown's estima- 
tion it was a matter of Morrison's word 
being just as good as White and Man- 
ning’s.

Howard holds a written agreement with 
the Dows whereby he was to get 45 per 
cent from them as his part of profit in 
houses brought into the office by him. 
He claims, however, that he received no 
money even tho he brought in a flock 
of theaters. 


According to Howard, he first brought 
the Embassy, Portchester, N. Y., owned 
by Rogowski Brothers, into the office. 
Later he alleges he was instrumental] in 
getting six Upstate houses of the Louis 
Schine chain. These, he says, are in 
Courtland, Geneva, Lockport, Ogdens- 
burg, Massena and Malone. 


One Indie Booker Up on Charges; 


D, A. Office Investigates Others 


NEW YORK, April 23.—-The New York 
County District Attorney’s office has 
joined the License Department and the 
VMA in the new drive on gyp bookers, 
the first instance in which all agencies 
co-operated being the Edgar Allen case 
coming up Monday in the Seventh _Dis- 
trict Magistrate’s Court. Harry Kilby, 
Herman Levine, the Dows, Lawrence 
Leon, Sidney Rheingold, Sam Bernstein 
and Max Wood are also implicated in 
various cases either coming up in court 
soon of still being investigated by the 
District Attorney's office. 

Edgar Allen comes up for trial Monday 
on charges of operating an employment 
agency without a license, which grew out 
of the claim by Greta and David Sode’le, 
performers, that they gave Allen $50 for 
bookings they never received. The Dis- 
trict Attorney’s Office is planning to have 
a representative at the Allen trial who 
will attempt to show the court that Al- 
len defrauded performers in addition to 
illegally operating an employment agen- 
cy. If this can be proven the court 
may substitute the present charge for 
that of larceny. 

The D. A.’s office plans to bring to 
court several performers who claim they 
were gyped by Allen, and to use them as 


as additional witnesses to testify regard- 
ing Allen's business methods. It is now 
probing the charges of Frank Viola, Jes- 
sie Leon and Graham and Scott against 
Allen. Frank Viola, trapeze act, claims 
he gave Max Wood, indie agent, $50 for 
bookings from Allen. He did not get the 
bookings and Wood claims he gave the 
$50 to Allen. Miss Leon, who has an 
animal act, alleges she gave $50 to Sam 
Bernstein, indie agent, and saw him give 
the money to Allen, for bookings which 
never materialized. 

Graham and Scott, British act, claim 
they paid Sam Bernstein 8100 to get 
bookings from Allen. They failed to get 
the full bookings and went to the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, which contacted 
Bernstein immediately. Bernstein gave 
back $50 to the act, claiming he had 
given the other $50 to Allen, which Allen 
denies. The charges of these three acts 
against Allen are expected to be brought 
up at the Monday trial to prove that the 
Sodelle charges are not the exception, 
but the rule. The D. A.’s office intends 
to show a joint attempt by certain 
agents and Allen to defraud performers 
of money. 

Max Wood will be in court Monday.

NEW YORK, April 25.—Sam FPallow, 
indie club booker and Loew agent for 
years, became head of the RKO Club De- 
partment last week, replacing Edgar A. 
Benson. He has retained Benson's small 
staff, consisting of Lee Scott, Annette 
Berger and a stenographer, and has add- 
ed Neil Kirk, Frank Sheppard and Frank 
Mullane. The new men were with the 
department under Benson until the 
shakeup three weeks ago, when Martin 
Beck cut the staff from 14 to four peo- 
ple. 

Fallow was chosen by RKO from among 
several men under consideration after it 
had been decided to let out Benson, who 
succeeded Jules Delmar last June on a 
six-month trial.

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RKO Drops 6 


For Summer 


Vaude out only for hot 
season to reduce losses— 
old policy 


NEW YORK, April 23.—For the first 
time in about seven summers RKO is 
dispensing with vaude on a wholesale 
scale for this summer season, and on 
May 14 six vaude houses will be switched 
into straight picture policies. Four of 
these theaters are in the Metropolitan 
area—the 86th Street; Kenmore, Brook- 
lyn; Coliseum and Keith’s, Flushing. The 
others are the Palaces in Youngstown 
and Akron, O. 

The new administration in RKO claims 
that these vaude closings are simply in 
line with its plans to conserve wherever 
possible. And that it was a general prac- 
tice about seven years ago to ward off 
the usual bad business in the theater 
during the warm months by dropping 
“flesh,” and that with conditions the 
Way they are now it is considered an old 
practice worth reviving. 

However, reports from others in the 
organization reveal that these summer 
closings were prompted by the profitable 
returns yielded from the Jefferson and 
Royal, Franklin and Chester, Bronx, 
since they switched to straight picture 
policies a month or so ago. Also that 
these six closings might serve as indica- 
tions to the labor unions as to how they 
would be affected if the circuit had to 
do away with considerable “flesh” be- 
cause their demands were unréasonable. 

These four houses in the Metropolitan 
district dropping vaude were considered 
as being on the right side of the ledger 
for the longest time, but the RKO Oper- 
ating Department disputes that. On the 
whole, however, the 86th Street and Co- 
liseum have been doing well. With this 
quartet turning to straight pictures this 
section will be left ‘with only five houses, 
the Palace, Hippodrome, Fordham, Bronx, 
and Albee and Madison, Brooklyn, a total 
of four weeks.

all alike. All should be granted the exe 
emption up to 46 cents or 51 cents or 
76 cents, or whatever the amount, or 
none. 

“As an illustration of how this works 
out: A small theater, or movie, or travel- 
ing show, with small overhead, can take 
a flying chance at business and adver- 
tise a tax-free show at 45 cents. The 
theater or show across the street, with a 
heavy investment and overhead, and a 
costly program, cannot possibly reduce 
prices below the tax point; and, there- 
fore, he is discriminated against in the 
proposed bill by being compelled to pay 
a tax all the way from the first cent to 
the last. The effect of this bill would be 
unjustly to deprive invested capital— 
and responsible established business men 
in the industry—of ANY EXEMPTION 
in the payment of the admission tax, 
while the less responsible and the specu- 
lative will get by, if this language is not 
changed, because of a harmful, discrimi- 
nating provision. 

“The principle of exemption in the ad. 
mission tax should parallel the provision 
adopted for exemptions in the income 
tax. That is, up to a certain figure ALL 
are exempt, and above that ALL pay. 

“We do not believe such a provision 
as that proposed is constitutional; it is 
discriminating, unfair and unequal. It 
is most unfair to those carrying heavy 
investments in long-established business, 
and who are called upon in the adminis- 
tration of the tax law to supply the 
revenue. 

“The circus is the least able to bear 
the tax, or pass it on. Its show season 
is limited to a few summer months. 
Definite prices with the circus have pre- 
vailed for generations and are established 
with the public. The circus cannot pass 
this tax on to the public without a re- 
action in patronage in greater detriment 
than if they absorbed the tax. The very 
fact that only a few of the circuses are 
able now, without a tax, to carry on, re- 
veals a situation that requires no argu- 
ment.” 

In his brief Mr. Kelley recommends a 
bill providing an admission tax of 121% 
per cent, with an exemption that will 
apply to all up to and including 75 cents. 


Brittons and F.& M. 
Settle Difficulties 


NEW YORK, April 23.—The Joint Com- 
plaint Bureau today notified Fanchon & 
Marco that the Frank and Milt Britton 
Band, current at the Paramount, had 
withdrawn its breach of contract com- 
plaint. The act had held an F. & M. 
contract for one week, starting April 9, 
at the New Theater, Baltimore, which 
was never fulfilled because the house 
went into straight pictures. 

The Brittons withdrew their charges in 
consideration of F. & M. allowing them 
out of a contract for the Fox, St. Louis, 
which would not have allowed the com- 
edy aggregation to play the Paramounts 
here and in Brooklyn, this week and next.

The Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday Night, April 23) 


A large and particularly enthusiastic crowd greeted the new Palace show 
at the performance caught, and the customers showed pretty clearly that they 
Tiked it, an opinion which this corner shares. It’s a well-balanced and ex- 
tremely smooth running layout, with comedy, singing and dancing all repre- 
sented and represented well. Jack Haley and Benny Rubin, back at the ace 
showshop again, wander thru the proceedings as joint emsees. Eddie Leonard, 
veteran minstrel man, is his old grand self; Ethel Merman is properly over- 
heated singing her torch tunes; Dave Apollon is more boisterous and a better 
Russian impresario than Yascha Yushny up at the Cort, and the whole thing 
is vastly entertaining. Despite reports current along the street, the Palace 
didn’t go in the red last week, and it doesn’t look as tho they'll have to invest 
in‘any pink ink this week either. 

The show caught was a bit truneated, due to the midnight performance, 
which was set to follow it. Patsy Kelly’s act never emerged as anything more 
than a bit, the Apollon turn was cut by at least one number, and the after- 
piece just wasn’t there. Even at that, tho, the customers got more than their 
money’s work in both quantity and quality. 

DAVE GOULD’S GIRLS AND BOYS led off and proved to be a far better- 
than-average flash act. The turn has a class that most flashes lack, a verve 
and smoothness and’ careful production that make it an outstanding opener. 
Wik Cowan and Muriel Moran turn in some nice tap dancing. Marjorie Green 
does standout acro, and the 10-girl line is young and extremely pretty. It 
includes for one Little Polly Rose, sister of Billy Rose, the legit maestro, a lass 
who is determined to get along in show business entirely on her own. The 
hoofing thruout is excellent, with the chorus kids especially turning in some 
grand routines. Went off to an excellent hand. 

MORGAN AND STONE come next with their rousing banjo duet work. 
They bang out pops and classics in stirring style, and end with a rendition of 
Tiger Rag that is a wow. 

BENNY RUBIN AND JACK HALEY made their first appearance here, Rubin 
towing a Chinaman and Haley a Jap, with the complications easy to figure, 
but none the less funny. After ending on a nance bit, they introduce the 
next turn. 


EDDIE LEONARD wowed ‘em and rightly. The ex-endman is in as fine 


{ voice as ever, which means in very lovely voice, and the little hoofing that he 


does has all the old excellence. He introduces Eddie Leonard Jr., a lad who 
can sing sorgs from the English, Italian, Jewish, Russian, Scandinavian and 
Irish, and, what is more, sing them with a good voice. He is, of course, nothing 
like Senior as yet, but he can be marked as a certain comer. The turn show- 
stopped, with more than enough to spare, and Eddie Sr. begged off by going 
into a dance with Rubin and Haley. That rang up another show-stop for him. 

JACK HALEY had his own act here, starting off with a skit in which he, 
Rubin and an unbilled blond kid did some of the blackouts of their last 
Palace engagement. Then Haley, out alone, pulled a few gags and sang I'm 
So Alone With the Crown, a number that was saved only by his own peculiarly 
ingratiating brand of comedy which he injected into it. 

MILLS, KIRK AND MARTIN, trio of rough-and-tumble comedians, fill the 
next spot. And rough and tumble in this connection means very rough and 
extremely tumbled. They sock one another around the stage for laughs and 
manage to be funny for the first few minutes. After that they get a bit 
tiresome. 1ey wow the house at the end, however, by bringing on the funniest 
pansy stooge that this conscientious reporter has ever seen on any stage. You 
have to get a load of him yourself in order to appreciate him. 

ETHEL MERMAN came on after Rubin’s introduction to sing Wipe That 
Frown Right Off Your Face; Smile, Darn You, Smile; Stop the Sun, There'll Be 
Some Changes Made and 1 Got Rhythm. The numbers were divided by a two-piano 
duet from her pair of accompanists. La Merman, who somehow looks a lot 
prettier than she did in Scandals, has a hard, nasal. voice that sounds some- 
thing like a buzz saw when she goes fast, but she can build up a torch tune 
like nobody’s business. By this time that’s hardly news, but your reporter is 
a guy who yever liked her before and who found himself tonight liking her 
immensely. eneath all the torrid shouting the gal has a certain naivete that 
is charming. After a pair of show-stops she clowned very nicely with Haley, 
but the mob wouldn’t let her off until she did A Bowl of Cherries and even 
then they wanted more. 

HALEY AND RUBIN appeared in another sketch before intermission, the 
latter donning a skull cap, goggles and a Santa Claus whiskers to act a Jewish 

atriarch. 

, BENNY RUBIN came on with his own act after the wait, pulling a few 
cracks that were unusually weak for him and ending with his familiar hoofing 
routine. 

PATSY KELLY broke into things by marching out and claiming to be 
mistress of ceremonies over the objections of Rubin and Haley, who stayed 
on thruout her turn or what there was of it at this performance. It in- 
cluded nothing much except dialog and the ace stunts of Al Siegel, Miss Kelly’s 
stooge. 

DAVE APOLLON closed the show with his Surprises of 1932, including his 
Mexican mandolin and guitar orchestra; Danzi Goodell, who does some swell 
hoofing, and Agnes and Adeline, who do likewise. He also introduced Nora 
Williams, a large Southern torch singer with a raucous voice and a flair for 
whistling thru her teeth. She went big with the mob. The standout of the 
act, tho, was the little Mexican from the band, who acts as Apollon’s chief 
stooge. He’s a charming fellow and a really capable comedian. The after- 
piece, as remarked before, was entirely deleted in order to get the crowd out

DE LUXE SHOWS 


Roxy, New York 


(Reviewed Friday Evening, April 22) 

The shows at the former Fox de luxer 
have been very slow of late, but this is 
one of the slowest yet, winding up at 
a complete standstill. If the Class A 
stockholders, who recently took over the 
theater, even casually analyze the pres- 
entations here, and then compared them 
with the comparatively high-tempo units 
at the Capitol and Paramount, they 
would probably get a good idea of why 
business has dropped considerably. 

The producers of the current show 
completely waste the talent and attrac- 
tion of its chief item of entertainment, 
Fred Waring’s Orchestra. This aggrega- 
tion, which built up an enviable reputa- 
tion as one of the most entertaining 
stage bands in the business, is confined 
to one musical number, with this an 
operatic selection. It was the theater's 
original purpose, in tossing out the 
symphony orchestra for Waring’s greatly 
augmented band, to get away from heavy 
music for youth and pep. But now it 
is back where it formerly was in this 
respect, and certainly not to the credit 
or benefit of the theater. 

There is only the slightest semblance 
of speed in the entire show, altho all of 
the terrific production and lighting ef- 
fects of S. L. (Roxy) Rothafel’s former 
days are in evidence. Fast tempo is 
reached only in the opening gypsy en- 
semble dance and Patsy Bowman's rou- 
tine and during the short ‘session by 
Les Gelles, two men and midget acro- 
batic turn from vaude. The latter drew 
close to show-stopping applause. 

Rest of the 49-minute unit travels 
along like an old horse car, despite an 
exceptionally attractive hand and leg 
drill by the Roxyettes on stairways fac- 
ing each other and camouflaged by a 
black velvet drop. Douglas Stanbury, 
tenor, who is billed in lights along with 
Waring, does two songs very well in 
the story presentation of My Little 
Gypsy Sweetheart, which is in two 
scenes, taking up the major portion of 
the unit and tagged Amarilla. Nicholas 
Mathey plays the violin well in this, with 
Alexander Gavrilov giving able support 
to Miss Bowman in the dancing. 

Closing of the show is a portrayal of 
the exodus of the Hebrews from Egypt 
and thru the split Red Sea. This by the 
mixed Roxy chorus, with Ivan Ivanst- 
zoff carrying the brunt of the solo sing- 
ing. It is the type of scene which will 
probably draw a little business during 
the Passover holidays, but coming at 
the finish it is the unit’s standstill. 

Biz tonight was just about three-quar- 
ters, with Amateur Daddy (Fox) on the 
screen.

Paramount, New York

Leo Carrillo, Tamara Geva, Evelyn 
Hoey and the Britton Band are the stage 
headliners, following the strong Duke 
Ellington show last week. Current bill is 
spotty, starting slow, becoming even 
slower, but closing big. The Britton 
gang give it its biggest wallop and saye 
it from near dullness. Running 50 min- 
utes, the stage show is preceded by @ 
pleasant straight overture, Romantic 
Rivers, led by Rubinoff, and a strong 
organ number by Crawford, who gives an 
imitation of various musical instru- 
ments.

Lou Holtz Vaude Revue 


(THIRD EDITION) 
(Reviewed Tilesday Evening, April 19, at the Hollywood, New York) 


The one thing this show lacked on its second night was speed, yet this 
was sufficient to dull the edge of a layout that looks exceptionally fine on paper. 
While maintaining a steady entertainment pace, Lou Holtz’s third and last 
independent effort is not the show his first one was, nor will it be the b.-o. 
surprise of the second. The latter, tho, will be mainly due to the balmy 
weather, which tonight held the attendance down to three-quarters. The bill 
is of sufficient “name” content to carry it easily for its two weeks’ run. Holtz’s 
judgment and selection of talent did not miss once, but lack of speed puts a 
mild damper on everything. Had there been contrast in the work of Holtz and 
his fellow emsee, Jack Benny, instead of the easy, nonchalant style on part of 
both, the lethargy would have probably been avoided. There may have also 
been some difference in the playing of the show because of the drop out of 
the Three Swifts, comedy Indian-club jugglers, who objected to opening the 
bill. The Sisters G, dancers, also dropped after the first performance rather 
than continue in what they termed a poor position. 

As in his previous bill, Holtz uncovers some grand specialists, four to be 
exact. Three of them, Jackie Heller, Sunny O’Dea and Martha Raye, were 
formerly with Benny Davis. The fourth, Lucille Page, was the acro dancing 
sock of the last Vanities. Heller took second applause honors to Borah Minne- 
vitch’s harmonica band, with third rating in audience favor going to Blossom 
Seeley and Benny Fields. 

ADLER AND BRADFORD'S thrilling adagio turn opens the layout to ex- 
cellent applause, the tossing of the frail blonde by three huskies getting plenty 
of gasps from the femmes in the cfowd. A hoofer does one routine on the 
apron between the waltz and adagio work of the billed pair, but a serious pan 
doesn’t help him sell it. 

BENNY BAKER came on here impersonating Holtz, while Holtz did a Jack 
Benny and the latter took off on Harry Richman. Their comedy was fair and 
the dialectic sponsor introduced the next turn. 

BUSTER SHAVER, Olive and George Brasnow took a considerable slice in 
runriing time, but went as big, nevertheless, as they did at the Palace a few 
weeks ago. The cute mixed team of midgets are as certain for big applause 
as any act could possibly be, with the normal-sized Shaver capably pacing at 
the piano. 

BLOSSOM SEELEY AND BENNY FIELDS slammed here after more tom- 
foolery by Holtz and Benny. The singing team, flanked by two pianos, con- 
tinue to show enough to warrant their inclusion in any rating on who are 
the best sellers of pop songs. They are showmanship personified. Fields is 
using the p. a. system from off stage instead of a meg., and just as effectively 
A load of him, and you get a pretty good idea of where the Crosbys and 
Columbos got their alleged original style. Miss Seeley was in especially fine 
voice tonight and a show-stop resulted. She would do well, however, in not 
wearing white : 

HOLTZ AND BENNY tried a weak blackout on a piano team and then 
went into a bit with the pint-sized Olive Brasnow, which also brought on the 
gigantic Henry Mullins, who has been around in vaude for quite some time. 
The surprise of his size has been built up better elsewhere. 

LUCILLE PAGE'S first of two acro routiness was flashed in this frame and 
her sensational splits and contortion work garnered a nice hand from what 
appeared to be a very tough audience. Following this, Holtz, Benny and Benny 
Baker did the “down dere” shoeshop blackout the dialectician delivered for 
eight weeks at the Palace with Billy Gaxton. It did not go as big as usual. 

BORAH MINNEVITCH AND RASCALS closed intermission with a bang 
after musical, dancing and singing encores. One kid stepped out for a short 
spasm of hot-cha vocal work that made this reviewer wonder why Minnevitch 
does not use him more in this fashion. The leading harmonica band, it has 
an ace showman in Minnevitch and a corking panto artist in the dwarf. 

A checker-game bit, with Benny kibitzing Holtz and Baker, opened inter- 
mission for a mild laugh. Age works against this gag. 

MARTHA RAYE, a mugging torch singer, delivered two numbers, one of 
them an encore, and had to speech to get off. Holtz, Benny and Fields then 
did a Slight twist on the “Wild Bull of the Pampas” pansy bit that was part 
of the Holtz-Gaxton Palace show, followed by a blackout entailing Benny and 
Miss Seeley. This, billed as “Infant Industry,” is old and the most obviously 
dirty part of the show, with one perhaps accidental line of Benny’s taking first 
prize for anything ever pulled outside of a Minsky stand. Another bit between 
Benny, Olive Brasnow and the giant Mullins, with the two men changing coats 
for contrast, got a good laugh. 

BENNY AND HOLTZ, as hill billies, doing a suggestive patter song credited 
to Arthur Lippman and Manning Sherwin for authorship, provided the funniest 
session of the bill in this spot. Lucille Page followed them with another acro 
dance. 

JACKIE HELLER show-stopped solidly and had to encore twice. The per- 
sonable kid sings thru a mike and accompanies himself on a guitar. He has 
been seen to get across just as well without the p. a. system, but the mike is 
«probably brought in here for a possible radio “in.” Heller is all set to do an 
act by himself, and there is no doubt that he can deliver over the ether. 

SUNNY O'DEA was spotted entirely too late for a hoofing routine, for her 
sake as well as the show's.

Capitol, New York 


(Reviewed Friday Evening, April 22) 

The stage show's the thing at Loew's 
Broadway de luxer this week, and it 
looks as tho the house wouldn't have 
much trouble in combating any warm 
weather. Two strong “name” acts, 
Johnny Weissmuller, swimming champ, 
whose picture, Tarzan, is still fresh in 


the minds of the locals, and Joe Smith 
and Charlie Dale, stage and _ screen 
biggies. Would seem strange to have 
two “names” like that in one show, but 
Weissmuller is strictly a personal-ap- 
pearance item, while Smith and Dale do 
the entertaining. 

The surrounding show is a most 
creditable one, with the Three Rio 
Brothers, Mario and Lazarin, Hal Stan- 
ton and the 16 Chester Hale girls com- 
pleting the talent. That’s more like a 
vaude layout, but the picture-house 
stamp is indelibly printed via production 
beauty. Arthur Knorr did this unit, 
called Dive In, and he deserves a load 
of huzzahs. Running time is 47 min- 
utes, and the well-filled house at the 
last show opening day evidenced keen 
enjoyment all the way. 

“Tarzan” Weissmuller is spotted in the 
closing minutes of the show, making his 
bow in a loin cloth and in a setting 
typical of his picture. He’s off after a 


few minutes of strictly “thank you” and 
“how to get in the movies” gab. Follow- 
ing a diving number by five girls, ‘“Tar- 
zan” works in the tank demonstrating 
his famous American crawl stroke. All 


thru his performance he reveals a lik- 
able “big kid” personality, and there’s 
plenty of opportunity for the ladies to 
glimpse his beaut physique. 

Smith and Dale work 16 minutes in 
the show and bat out a big laugh score. 
They are, as ever, enjoyable funsters, 
and their voices had no trouble in — 
this house. For material they u 
their familiar Doctor Kronkhite act, 
which still is good for a load of belly 
laughs. Mario and Lazarin, who have 
been with them in vaude, help out as 
straights and are spotted for some of 
their excellent warbling. At the finish 
of the act Smith and Dale join them 
for two quartet numbers. 

The Three Rio Brothers are spotted 
early with their eccentric legwork and 
panto comedy, getting good laughs and 
applause. They are clever boys, as good 
at legging as they are at the panto im- 
pressions. The Hale girls work well in 
three beautifully staged numbers, an 
orange grove affair, a jewel number and 
the diving session. 

Yascha Bunchuk and the Capitol pit 
crew led the show off effectively with 
a well-handled pop overture.

Fox, St. Louis 
(Reviewed Friday Night, April 22) 


The stage show here runs more than 
two hours and, with the exception of 
the Four Night Hawks and two unbilled 
comedians near the close, has few re- 
deeming qualities; albeit it is heavily 
advertised as a “smashing stage scoop 
destined to set all St. Louis agog and 
features Texas Guinan and Roscoe 
(Fatty) Arbuckle and 50 headline stars 
that rocked New York with laughter.” 

This reviewer cannot recall when any 
Stage show here dragged along so slowly 
and got as boresome as this one. With 
the two aforementioned turns excluded 
the only other worth-while things in the 
entire show were the little piece of ban- 
tering of Arbuckle and a plant in audi- 
ence and the shapely forms and good 
looks of some of Texas Guinan’s girls. 

The routine of the “flesh” entertain- 
ment was as follows: Al Lyons and his 
Fox musicians opened with an orchestral 
novelty captioned “Meet the Boys,” in 
which individual members of the orches- 
tra play solo and group selections on 
their respective instruments. Arthur 
Neely, St. Louis songster, sang from the 
orchestra pit a new ditty entitled J Re- 
pent, My Dear. Neely had to oblige with 
an encore. 

Roscoe (Fatty) Arbuckle then came on 
the stage and made his sole appearance. 
He told a few jokes (not so hot) and 
then kept up a comedy cross-fire chatter 
with a plant in the audience. His bit 
lasted about 15 minutes. He walked off 
to a fair hand. 

The Four Night Hawks, songsters and 
instrumentalists, won them over in- 
stantly with their cycle of songs, in 
which they harmonize splendidly. Their 
best bet was the “old corner drunken 
quartet,” with which they closed and 
scored decisively. 

Enter Texas Guinan midst a lot of 
noise made by the chorines, by the help 
backstage and the boys in the orchestra. 
She cracks a few stale stories and then 
is joined by a male straight and one 
George Given, who, try as he may, just 
can’t score as a comedian. Miss Guinan, 
Given and the straight man then fire 
jokes back and forth intermittently for 
more than an hour. Most of the jokes 
and stories are vulgar and pull few real 
laughs. A bevy of beautiful and shapely 
girls come on at various intervals, and 
Miss Guinan introduces about eight of 
them in turn and calls on them for 
specialties. Without exception the girls 
possess little or no talents. Thruout 
the running Miss Guinan is everlastingly 
begging for applause. To draw applause 
and noise she even passed out noise- 
makers to those in the first few rows. 
However, even with all this effort at 
forcing applause practically everything 
fell flat. The audience seemed disgusted 
with the little talent displayed ang the 
poor and filthy jokes. Miss Guinan en- 
deavors to inject the cabaret spirit and 
had some of the girls go thru the audi- 
ence and embrace men and, in several 
instances, sit on the laps of some males. 
In a night club such stuff might go, 
but not in a high-class theater. 


The entire thing is crude, and beau- 
tiful femininity is really blemished in 
this presentation. A single rubber- 
legged male dancer carried by Miss 
Guinan did a clever dance, following 
which two unbilled comedians, who did 
a separate act, went over nicely with 
some comedy songs and some pippin 
double comedy hoofing.

Reviewed at the Hippodrome. Style— 
Dancing. Setting—Zin one, three and full 


stage (special). Time—Sizteen minutes. 


A great act for the de luxe houses or 
the concert stage. This is supposed to 
be its first American appearance. 
It consists of a 12-girl ballet and one 
soloist, Leni Bouvier. A trailer preceding 
the act hails Miss Bouvier as doing the 
same type of work Isadora Duncan did 
20 years ago. Whether she does or not, 
Miss Bouvier is a gratifying interpretative 
dancer who is far superior to the average 
run of dancers in vaudeville. 


The act opens with a Greek classic 
number in which the girls form groups 
suggesting the folding and unfolding of 
flowers. A beautiful number that was 
almost ruined by miscued lighting here. 
A “Spirit of France” military number 
follows, topped by a mild solo by Miss 
Bouvier. Next is a Paris slum set, with 
the girls as gamins, followed by another 
solo by Miss Bouvier. She is at her very 
best in this number, which is an inter- 
pretative waltz done in languorous move- 
ment and with complete grace. 

An effective closing is provided by an 
ensemble number in which a ship cut- 
out, the overall costumes and the dance 
movements suggest a revolt by the dock 
workers. Very modernistic stuff, but 
done effectively. As a whole the act is 
“different” and charmingly unconven- 
tional. With more attention to lighting, 
it should be all set for the best in 
vaudeville. P. D. 


Jack Dugan and Joe Hadley 


Reviewed at the Hippodrome. Style— 
Dancing and comedy. Setting—In one. 
Time—Seven minutes. 


A comedy hoofing duo that provides 
pleasant but not particularly strong en- 
tertainment. The boys dance with con- 
siderable nimbleness and have a thread 
of comedy running thru the act. Never- 
theless, the expected comedy never quite 
comes off, and, tho closing bit is novel, 
it’s not punchy enough. The lads might 
develop, but right now they are strictly 
a mild opening or deuce act. 

They open with dancing to brisk 
music. The comedy begins when the 
shorter of the two misses his steps and 
the taller boy orders him off the stage. 
This is the cue for comedy every time 
the shorter fellow sneaks back into the 
dance routine. When not engaged in 
comedy, the duo really turn in some 
neat hoofing. For a closing they do a 
chain shackle dance, which is novel but 
not fast enough to provide an arousing 
finish. In this they shackle each other 
at the ankle, dancing simultaneously 
and then tripping up and_ getting 
messed up for comedy effect. 

Caught here in deuce spot, they failed 
to make a great impression. P. D. 


Eddie White 
Reviewed at the Hippodrome. Style—

Comedy. Setting—In one. Ti f- 
teen minutes. 


Eddie White has been around for years 
and perhaps the reason he is not better 
known than he is is his material. He 
should go out and grab himself a load 
of new gags and songs. As his act is 
now, it is remarkable that he can put 
it over as well as he does. 

White is tall and gawky in appearance, 
but smooth and confident in delivery. 
Except for a distinctly nasal voice, his 
delivery is 100 per cent. He starts off 
his act with a popular song and then 
goes into his story telling. Some of the 
stories—like the Holy Moses gag and 
the lion item—are very funny and 
aroused loud laughter at this house. 
But scattered in between the good 
stories are a bunch of bewhiskered ones 
that White must have been using since 
he came into the business. Altho the 
old ones still pull scattered laughs, they 
give the act a small-timey aspect. 

He closes with a good rendition of 
Making the Best of Each Day, which 
brought him a heavy hand here.

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License Commissioner Calls | Burlesque Review 


Burly Managers on Carpet 


Will hold hearing on eve of their licenses running out 
to determine on renewals—merchant associations are 
against new licenses—barkers are arrested and fined 


NEW YORK, April 25.—As a result of the steady campaign waged against 
burlesque on Broadway and on 42d street by the two associations named after 
these thorofares, Commissioner of Licenses James F. Geraghty has sent out notice 
to several burlesque house managers to appear before him at 10 a.m. today for 
the purpose of determining whether or not the theater licenses, which expire April 
30, shall be renewed. While the Broad'way Association and the West 42d Street 
Association have openly announced an extermination war against burlesque and 


other features which they consider ob- 
jectionable on these streets, the burlesque 
men are confident that nothing will hap. 
pen thru action of Commissioner Ger- 
agnty. 

All of the houses involved have been 
pinched for indecent shows, but on each 
occasion have been discharged. Since 
there have been no convictions the burly 
managers do not see how their licenses 
can be withheld. Just why burlesque 
should be discriminated against as to 
either Sunday shows, or as to its location, 
when other and similar shows are allowed 
to run, is incomprehensible to the burly 
operators. 

In the meantime, two burlesque bark- 
ers arrested at the behest of the West 
42d Street Merchants’ Association were 
fined $5 each in West Side Court. They 
are Joseph Goldstein, of the Eltinge The- 
ater, and George Lockhardt, of the Re- 
public. A barker for the Lyric, a movie 
house next to the Republic, was also ar- 
rested. The two burly men pleaded 
guilty. 

Should the burlesque men receive any- 
thing more than the expected reprimand 
to go easy, and their licenses not renewed, 
legal action will be taken immediately 
by the Minsky-Weinstocks, Max Rudnick 
and others. 


Hurley Folk Put Life 
In Gayety, Louisville 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 25.—The Gay- 
ety Theater here has taken on new life 
since the Fred Hurley burlesquers moved 
into the house four weéks ago. Business 
has shown an increase each week since 
the Hurley organization has been here, 
and the company is looking forward to 
even bigger business the last of this week, 
when the races open here.

Business almost capacity, with the 
type of audience being better than ever. 
Show, altho not a very fast one, is satis- 
factory as to comedy, women and num- 
bers, which, of course, comes under the 
head of good producing. Set pieces and 
drapes were attractive, while the light- 
ing was unusually good. 

There is no stint on the cast, which 
holds several well-known names. Male 
principals are Buddy Abbott, straight; 
Charles Harris, juvenile-straight; Jimmy 
Burns, juvenile; Hap Freyer, Charlie Fa- 
gan. and Eddie Lloyd, comics. Women 
are Alvia Herndon, Bubbles Yvonne, Bil- 
lie Shaw and Peggy Hill, strips; Betty Ab- 
bott, talk; Alice Kennedy, prim, and 
Mildred (Peaches) Strang, dancer. 

Comedy was plenty strong for the most 
part, with the burden being on no par- 
ticular comic, altho the scenes are many. 
Freyer did his vacuum scene, which is 
always good. Miss Kennedy handled the 
talk for it, altho it would have been 
stronger with Miss Abbott in the bit. 
Toward the close, Freyer and Fagan did 
a funny boxing scene, with Fagan as the 
sap who couldn't think of the word “suf- 
ficient.” Abbott did the referee. Both 
Freyer and Fagan had a few other scenes 
that did nicely, while Lloyd, who is rated 
as the third comic here, seems to have a 
future before him if he would be a little 
stronger in his delivery. He can dance 
in first-rate style, and did well in all 
his scenes. Abbott, of course, does most 
of the straight, and handles it second 
to none. Harris lends some assistance 
now and then, while Burns helped to sell 
the big numbers with his vocalizing. 

Alvia Herndon started the strip spe- 
cialties and had little trouble getting 
her clever strips over, and, altho new to 
this house, got herself in solid right off 
the bat. Billie Shaw, brunet ingenue, 
started her first number in leisurely 
style, and handed out a little different 
technique, probably a little more than 
daring. Bubbles Yvonne, brunet with a 
powerful sock, sold her stuff in a grace- 
ful, rhythmic style and also affected 
fine costumes, especially her black lace 
net gown. Peggy Hill, blonde, who has 
been here for some time, pleased, as 
usual, with her snappy specialties, in- 
cluding a bit of dance as well. Seems as 
if Miss Hill would add to her effective- 
ness by chosing styles of clothes and 
color schemes better suited to her per- 
sonality. 

Prima Donna Kennedy has but a fair 
voice, but got by okay. Another com- 
paratively weak spot was Mildred Strang’s 
dances, which, in the big numbers helped 
but little, except to fill a spot. Oriental 
dances, in particular, are better liked 
when done in a more smooth rhythm, 
rather than a jerky and unconvincing 
routine. Howard Evans has supplied at 
least two fine numbers in the Japanese 
and Persian ballets which were colorful 
and well staged. 

Boys working for the concessioner took 
a little too much time up at this partic- 
ular show and at this time it would 
probably be to the advantage of the 
house to cut the aisle salesman’s run- 
ning time a few minutes at least.

To Continue Thru Summer 


Court rules that they may keep on until October 1— 
plans for next season are to be made—five New York 
houses kept—balance is now $57,000 


NEW YORK, April 23.—The Shubert receivers will be allowed to continue oper- 
ating the affairs of the firm, at least until October 1, according to the decision of 


Federal Judge Francis G. Caffey, handed down yesterday. 


room in December,” 


“As stated in this court- 


said the judge, “continuation of the business is a gamble. 


It is primarily for the creditors to say whether liquidation should start or whether 


the receivers should continue the gamble. 


After all that has been said there 


has been no opposition to the continuation of the business by the receivers, so 


this court will grant the petition of the 
receivers to continue.” 

An ad interim allowance of $12,500 for 
the summer operations was granted by 
the court to the Irving Trust Company, 
coreceivers along with Lee Shubert, and 
also counsel fees of $25,000. Lee Shubert 
petitioned for $12,500 as compensation 
for his work as receiver, but he withdrew 
the petition after A. M. Williams, repre- 
sentative of the independent debenture 
holders’ committee, said that “in view of 
Mr Shubert’s personal interest in the es- 
tate he should take the same risk that 
the creditors are asked to take.” 

The plan under which the receivers are 
to operate over the summer was presented 
by Carl W. Painter, of Cravath, de Gers- 
dorff, Swaine and Wood. It proposes to 
abandon all theatrical properties which 
cannot carry themselves over the sum- 
mer, to raise funds and map out a pro- 
gram for the theatrical season of 1932-33, 
to arrange with the mortgagees of cer- 
tain of the theaters to carry the 
houses until October without payment of 
interest, taxes or amortization, and to 
cut down all operating expenses to the 
bone. 

There will be only five New York 
houses kept by the firm, the Ethel Bar- 
rymore, Harris, Longacre, Central and Na- 
tional, which represent an aggregate 
monthly rent of $26.500. There will be 
only 42 theaters in 19 cities kept by the 
receivers, as against 75 in 21 cities when 
the receivership petition was filed. 

Production during the receivership was 
watched carefully with the result that 
five dramatic and two musical shows 
totaled less than 50 grand on the nut. 
Twenty grand was lost on The Good 
Companions, 15 grand on The Little 
Recketeer and $2,628 on the Gilbert and 
Sullivan troupe that was sent out to 
compete with Milton Aborn. The re- 
ceivers now have $260,000 cash on hand, 
of which $117,000 is marked for specific 
purposes and $86,000 goes to accrued 
liabilities. The balance is thus $57,000. 

The new plan provides for the spend- 
ing of $175,000 on new productions, the 
success or failure of which will probably 
determine the fate of the receivership. 
Properties totaling $2,399,137 will be 
abandoned. The estate is not being 
charged for the salaries of Irving Trust 
employees engaged on its affairs. 

The theaters which the receivers will 
hold will be swelled by a number on 
which carrying charges only will be paid. 
In New York these include Chanin’s 46th 
Street and the Imperial. Other leased 
houses in New York which will be re- 
tained include the Broadhurst, Plymouth, 
Morosco, Bijou and Shubert. At present 
the Shuberts have only four companies 
of their own playing, with two of them 
closing down within the next week. 
Everybody's Welcome closes in Chi to- 
night, and Cynara at the Shubert Thea- 
ter, New York, Friday. That will leave 
only the touring company of The Blue 
Mask and the usual Student Prince tour. 
ing troupe to represent the Shubert in- 
terests.

All-Day Revue for London 


LONDON, April 16.—An all-day 
revue, one that goes on continuously 
from noon to midnight, is the latest 
idea for London. The idea is based 
on the pulling power of the all-day 
music hall. 

Unfortunately it is suggested that 
the chorus should work, on and off, 
for 12 hours, in the theater all the 
time, for less money than is usually 
paid for an ordinary revue that lasts 
three hours. But such is the con: 
dition in England that the girls are 
willing to work even under these 
arrangements. . 


Miller Resigns His 
Frohman, Inc., Post 


NEW YORK, April 23.—Gilbert Miller, 
for the last 11 years vice-president in 
charge of production for Charles Froh- 
man, Inc., resigned his post yesterday. 
He will remain with the firm, however, 
in an advisory capacity. The move was 
announced by Adolph Zukor, president 
of Frohman’s. Miller will continue to 
produce in his own right. 

The resignation was explained by Zukor 
as due to the fact that Frohman produc- 
tion activities will be greatly curtailed 
hereafter, if not entirely cut out. If 
the Frohman name passes from Broad-

For Revival 


Holman must pay for each 
“Round-Up” performance 
before it begins 


NEW YORK, April 23.—It looks as tho 
Sam Holman were due to crash thru. 
Holman is the cowboy who was employed 
in Carl Reed’s revival of The Round-Up 
recently, and who hated to see the show 
close. He therefore made arrangements 
to re-revive it, and got the cast behind 
him, along with the Lexington Post No. 
108 of the American Legion. There was 
only one drawback. Young Mr. Holman 
had no dough to post with Equity for 
bond—and Equity is traditionally con- 
sistent on the bond-posting matter. The 
cast could sign waivers if they were al- 
lowed to indulge in the secondary rights, 
but The Round-Up, being a revival, has 
no secondary rights. 

Young Mr. Holman was undaunted. 
Last Tuesday he braved Equity council 
with a proposal ‘to pay the cast each 
night, a proposal in which the cast, 
needing dough, heartily concurred. There 
was still the matter of bond, however, 
and after due deliberation the council 
decided to make special provisions. Mr. 
Holman will be allowed to put up one- 
eighth of a week’s salary, in lieu of the 
usual two weeks, but he’ll have to put 
it up 24 hours before each performance. 
In other words, he'll be paying as he 
goes along, with two-eighths being put 
up before matinee days. Any day the 
bond fails to show up there'll be no 
performance. 

The unusual arrangement was allowed 
because the cast needed the work and 
because they had no rehearsing to do, 
having already readied their parts for 
Mr. Reed. Therefore they would not be 
gambling away the usual four weeks of 
their time that are spent in rehearsals. 

Holman also has a tie with the Lex- 
ington Post whereby that outfit allows 
him to use its name for the first two 
weeks of the run. In return he turns 
over a certain number of tickets to be 
sold by the Post at their $2 face value. 
Fifty cents goes to the unemployed 
veterans selling them, 50 cents to the 
relief fund of the Post ‘and a buck to 
Mr. Holman and his actors. 

Holman wanted to reopen tonight—in 
fact, he still wants to—but up to a late 
hour this afternoon he had failed to post 
the necessary one-eighth of a week's 
salary. If he can’t start today he'll start 
on any day he gets the necessary dough 
for the bond.

OURNING BECOMES ELECTRA has 

left the Broadway scene—tho there 

will be another engagement of it 
at the Alvin next month, when the com- 
pany which is now bringing the long- 
winded gospel of O'Neill to the good 
burghers of the hinterland comes in for 
a few weeks’ stay. Mourning Becomes 
Electra has left the Broadway scene, and 
the Broadway scene need not unduly 
miss it. For it was merely the latest 
expression of O'Neill's studied sensa- 
tionalism in form and sophomoric sen- 
sationalism in subject. 


The latter-day downfall of O'Neill is a 
subject that must hurt every true lover 
of the theater—and especially of the 
American theater, for O'Neill was once 
its white hope. When he flashed with 
meteoric brilliance across the art-theater 
sky there was a raw power and depth to 
his writing. There was sheer and husky 
melodrama expressed in articulate and 
intelligent terms, and the combination 
was compelling and excellent. The young 
O'Neill, before he was saddled with the 
realization of being America’s First 
Dramatist, showed great ability and 
even greater promise. 


But then, when recognition came, self- 
consciousness came with it. The stark 
and powerful subjects of his early plays 
became shrouded more and more in a 
morbid mysticism, in an aura of sensual 
unreality that sought to be psychological 
realism. It was as far from true reality 
as, say, the soppy Pollyannaism of 
Channing Pollock at the other end of 
the scale. 


And along with O’Neill’s industrious, 
profitless spadings in the darker corners 
of the human mind—spadings which 
must have been the result of a self- 
conscious pseudo-profundity—there came 
a self-consciousness of form. Instead of 
the bare, gripping, simple outlines of the 
earlier days O'Neill sought the outre and 
the sensational. He sought them thru 
the sudden modern use of ancient and 
outmoded stage tricks, stale cliches that 
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had long been disregarded by competent 
dramatists. 


ACH form of stage sensationalism in 

which O'Neill indulged served only 

to show his growing weakness as @ 
competent maker of plays. A truly com- 
petent playwright could have given us 
the thesis of The Great God Brown with- 
out having to resort to the old device of 
Grecian masks; he could have suggested 
the hidden thoughts of the characters in 
Strange Interlude by a cleaner and more 
intelligent method than the resurrection 
of asides: he could have conveyed the 
God-machine idea of Dynamo without 
resorting to a mysticism so garbled that 
even the huge O’Neill cheering section 
turned away in disgust, and he could 
have told us the story of Mourning 
Becomes Electra without using 14 long 
and dreary acts to tell it. For that 
matter, three competent dramatists had 
already done just that. 

O'Neill, however, had the faculty of 
turning his weaknesses into startling 
forms. Masks and asides gnd huge 
length, when indulged in by America’s 
First Dramatist, became art forms to be 
worshipfully examined and _  whole- 
heartedly gushed over by the intelli- 
gentsia. They became circuses to be at- 
tended out of curiosity by the rank and 
file of theatergoers. And they became 
things to be sorrowed over by the ad- 
mirers of a long-dead O'Neill, who was 
a brilliant writer of splendid, sincere and 
strangely unself-conscious plays. 


Actors Win Arbitrations 


NEW YORK, April 23.—Two arbitra- 
tions were won by actors at the Ameri- 
can Arbitration Association this week. 
Howard Inches was awarded his claims 
against Chamberlain Brown for residue 
due under contract, and Rex O'Malley 
got a portion of his claim against Bela 
Blau. Blau had taken O'Malley out of 
the cast of Experience Unnecessary to 
go into his contemplated production of 
The Mad Hopes. The latter never ma- 
terialized, the Shuberts failing to make 
good their promise to Blau of backing. 
Blau paid O'Malley the two weeks due 
him, but the actor contended that he 
ought to get his salary for all the weeks 
that Experience Unnecessary ran, since it 
was thru Blau that he lost out on it.

publisher, has accepted an invitation to meet with the radio men and talk things 
over, and is armed with considerable data and explanatory matter on the situation 


or. which they seek more light. Forster 
will meet the agency boys several times 
during the week, beginning tomorrow. 

The main question appears to be, 
“Don't the public performance for profit 
fee collected by the American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publishers from 
the radio station cover the reproduction 
on the same station of an electrical trans- 
cription, and how does the MPPA come 
into the picture?” 

Forster has prepared interesting data, 
which he will spill to the advertising 
men. It contains considerable important 
information to all advertising agencies 
and radio stations having occasion to use 
electrical transcription programs. 


New CBS Sustaining Outlet 


CHICAGO, April 23.—Columbia Broad- 
casting System has a new outlet in this 
territory in WJKS, Gary, Ind., which 
started its CBS programs last week, pre- 
senting an early morning broadcast, aft-

Radio Talent Floods Agencies; 


Auditions Are Cut to Minimum 


NEW YORK, April 25.—Altho word has 
emanated from radio and advertising 
agency studios that they were deluged 
with talent, Broadway artists and those 
who have yet to make the grade continue 
to flood the Fifth and Madison avenues 
stations and agencies. 

Studios, especially those of the larger 
chains, have cut down auditions to a 
minimum, and agencies hold auditions 
by appointment on an average of three 
days a week in their private studios. 

Usually artists come recommended by 
someone allied with the agencies or a 
client, or in answer to a call from an 
artist representative. The majority, of 
course, amble into the offices, and after 
telling all about themselves and making 
out applications are dated for an 
audition. If, by chance, the artists or 
group of them appear to be unusual they 
are placed on the “active” list for a call 
should their type be needed. 

As the books now stand, should no 
talent of any kind apply for an audition, 
and those registered remain alive, there 
is enough talent on tap to last several 
years. Types applying for auditions vary 
more than heretofore. They come fully 
prepared, doing a full 15-minute period 
with their own amnouncing, and im- 
parting full information as they go along 
to those in the control room. Many 
have worked in smaller stations and 
know the ropes fully. 


There are still audition seekers who 
seem to know every phase of microphone 
technique and arrive prepared for every 
emergency. Agencies that use electrical 
transcription have acts calling on them 
every day with their own recording, 
which can be run off in the studio at 
the leisure of the men or women in 
charge of the radio department. Even 
those who do not expect to do electrical 
transcriptions carry them along in case 
the agency men. want to hear their stuff 
at a time inconvenient for them to 
appear. In contrast to the auditions of 
two years ago, there is a better and more 
intelligent grade of talent making’ the 
rounds, due not only to the theatrical 
slump, but to the finer grade of pro- 
grams now on the air which have been 
taken as an example. Artists’ scripts 
have also improved 100 per cent, in 
addition to the fact that they actually 
bring such things along insteaq of 
coming empty handed to the studios. 


One large agency which made the 
now acknowledged error of letting its 
client listen to more prospective pro- 
grams than was necessary until he 
couldn’t make up his mind has been 
holding auditions now for the same 
account for more than a year and is 
still hoping to fall into some phenomenal 
find at a bargain. 


Shubert Offers 
Radio Half-Hour 


NEW YORK, April 25.—A radio half- 
hour program, under the direction of J. 
J. Shubert, is being offered the radio 
artist bureaus and advertising agencies. 
Price asked is $5,000. 

It is understood that the program will 
run somewhat along the lines of the 
Ziegfeld radio shows, with Shubert pay- 
ing for the orchestra and supplying the 
stage stars, supposedly as guests. 


New Air Programs 


CHICAGO, April 23. — The Jester, @ 
new musical radio skit featuring Art 
Barnett in the title role, will make its 
initial appearance over ah NBC-WJZ 
network April 29 and will be heard four 
Fridays in succession. Barnett will be 
assisted by Howard Lanin and his or- 
chestra.

Obbligatos 


N THE plan to collect additional li- 

cense fees from radio stations that 

use copyrighted music for profit, the 
American. Society of Authors, Composers 
and Publishers seems to be doing fairly 
well so far. The National Association of 
Broadcasters appointed a committee to 
treat with E. C. Mills, general manager 
of ASCAP. It is composed of three men 
representing the two large networks of 
the country—NBC and CBS. Which is 
rather peculiar. 

Possibly it was a well-conceived plan 
on the part of Mills to reduce certain 
fees for the smaller stations, which can 
ill afford to pay higher license fees. It 
is possible, he hopes, that the small 
stations would like the idea of having 
about all of the additional burden placed 
on the shoulders of the big stations like 
WABC, WEAF and WJZ, and that the 
little fellows would side with the 
Society. However, the network key sta- 
tions said that the little operators would 
absolutely stick with them in fighting 
the Society, so they called a meeting and 
appointed a committee of folk who re- 
sided in the East or near by the offices 
of E. C. Mills. 

But the committee whjch is to handle 
the negotiations is composed of Ed 
Klauber, vice-president and assistant to 
President Bill Paley of CBS; E. L. Ashby, 
general counsel to NBC, and Paul W. 
Morency, of WTIC, Hartford. Since 
WTIC is more or less linked up with 
NBC, this gives the large stations 100 
per cent representation on the commit- 
tee. How come there is no actual rep- 
resentative from a real small station or 
two? Are these struggling radio men 
willing to let anything go that the big 
boys decide upon? Hardly seems possible. 

President M. H. Aylesworth of NBC 
thinks a moratorium ought to be de- 
clared on the matter until conditions 
pick up. He would just as soon pay 
each composer, author or publisher per 
rendition of his number and keep the 
books and check up on each song played. 
They practically do that any way. In 
any case, he does not want the ASCAP to 
break up, since he admits readily enough 
it is easier to deal with an organization 
than no end of individuals. He fears 
that higher fees may result if they meet 
the present 5 per cent of the money 
paid by the radio advertiser for time— 
that is, the Society may ask another 
increase in a year or so. Mills states, 
however, that he is ready to offer long- 
term contracts. 

There is a strong possibility that the 
committee may work out an agreement 
based on a smaller fee than 5 per cent. 
If no agreement is reached by June 1 
Mills plans to go ahead and charge that 
much after this date. In the event a 
license is not taken out by a station it 
is liable for prosecution on copyright 
infringement for each and every number 
it sends out from the station, leaving 
itself open to a possible fine of $250 
on each count. This is the way the 
present copyright law reads. On the 
face of this it seems that some sort of 
definite agreement will be reached 
within a few weeks. 

Publishers and writers say they are 
gradually being starved to death because 
of radio killing off their record and 
sheet-music sales, while on the other 
hand it is known that the majority of 
the smaller stations certainly have no 
picnic either. 


WH ceome any doubt whatsoever 
music creators and the publishers 

are resigned to their fate as to 
sales of their product other than its use 
by radio. Radio transcriptions are still 
in the dark as to how and why manu- 
facturers of same have to pay a music 
fee. They know that somewhere a li- 
cense fee has been paid once, also that 
the copyright law states that 2 cents a 
record is payable for reproduction of 
certain music. But they do not under- 
stand why a record played over the 
radio is subject to a still higher charge 
of at least 25 cents for each time it is 
played. In reality there is no law regu- 
lating how much is to be paid for “the 
public performance for profit” of a mu- 
Sical work. It is mentioned in the 
Copyright Act of 1909, but there is no 
section such as the fixed rate for the 
phonograph sold and played in.the home. 
This is the 2 cents a side as mentioned 
above. When the same phonograph 
record is played as a public performance 
—dance hall, cafe or over the radio—it 
then becomes a performance for profit 
within the intent of the copyright law. 


This is the clause upon which the 
ASCAP operates and that is why an 
electrical transcription used on the air 
is subject to whatever fees the composer 
or publisher arranges to charge. 


Camel Hour Quits 
After 52 Week Run 


NEW YORK, April 25.—Morton Downey, 
Tons Wons and Jacques Renard and or- 
chestra will complete 52 weeks on the 
air May 22, and the Camel Quarter Hour 
will be discontinued on that date. 

Altho the program is said to be off 
merely for the summer, it is understood 
that Downey will not resign, but has 
another plan in mind. 


‘Doc’ Peyton Leaves Hospital 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 23.— William 
(Doc) Peyton, widely known orchestra 
leader, was discharged from the Albany 
City Hospital Wednesday night, where he 
had been critically ill for several weeks 
with an attack of scariet fever. Peyton 
collapsed in his dressing room while 
playing an engagement at the Strand 
Theater here several weeks ago. He 
plans to remain in Albany a few weeks 
to recuperate. 


Canal Zone Operator Sued? 


COLON, R. de P., April 16—Walter 
Gould, United Artist Motion Picture rep- 
resentative in Latin America, is con- 
templating suit against E. F. Attaway, 
Director of Bureau of Clubs of the Pana- 
ma Canal Zone.

If you want to get down to funda- 
mentals, the Mr. Yascha Yushny whose 
Blue Bird Russian revue is now occupy- 
ing the Cort is the same type of show- 
man as the Mr. Billy Bryant whose show- 
boat occupied the John Golden for a 
brief spell earlier this season. Both of 
them are informal showmen and both 
have a faculty for making an audience 
feel at home and a part of the pro- 
ceedings. Both, in fact, indulged in a 
revival of that quaint pastime, com- 
munity singing—only Mr. Yushny made 
his audience sing in Russian. Fortunate- 
ly, most of the customers knew the 
tongue and got along nicely. 


The Blue Bird, with pruning in some 
of its scenes, with a bit less emphasis 
on singing, with a little more comedy 
and a little better pacing, might have 
come in this fall and done quite nicely 
for itself. At least it wouldn’t have been 
harmed much by the last Chauve Souris 
brought in by the rotund Mr. Balieff, 
that “sinker of sat sonks,” for it’s a far 
better show than that. It rates quite 
a bit under the first Chauve Souris, put 
none the less, and even with the obvious 
defects that now stud its running, it 
manages to be an ingratiating entertain- 
ment. 

It is, of course, entirely in the Rus- 
sian revue tradition, with rich blotches 
of color sprinkled over the Cort stage, 
with quaint announcements by the Mr. 
Yushny, who gets a bit wearisome be- 
fore the evening is over, with sad in- 
terludes, with madcap and merry inter- 
ludes, and with scenes that are put 
over thru effects. that must, one sadly 
decides, be indigenous,to the Russians. 
Certainly the home-bred revues never ap- 
proach them. 

Practically the entire course of the 
entertainment is singing, some of it very 
excellent singing, some not quite so 
excellent, but none of it ever approach- 
ing the really bad. The whole affair 
Was really a concert in costume and with 
the addition of a dialectical emsee, 
which was fitting enough since it was 
presented: by a concert management. 
The only dancing was done by a team 
composed of Elena Lelik and Ivan Orlik. 
Miss Lelik is a lovely lass, and Mr. Orlik 
is an immensely talented dancer. More 
of them wouldn’t have done any harm. 


The Blue Bird is fortunate in having 
corralled the sterling worth of Isa 
Kremer. Miss Kremer, besides working 
in some of the scenes, came out for a 
turn of her own in which she sang num- 
bers in French, Italian, English and Rus- 
sian. Her voice, sweet when it remains 
unforced, is immensely aided by her 
huge personal charm and her superlative 
skill in pantomime. She scored, to break 
into vaudeville parlance—and your re- 
porter is gradually and grimly breaking 
into it these days—two solid show-stops,

with the second of them lasting three 
full minutes by the clock. 

In the supporting cast, all of the 
members of which were easily sufficient, 
the work of a pert lass named, as far as 
the insufficient program credits tell, M. 
Marewa, stood out. Yushny himself, as 
remarked before, grew a bit tiresome be- 
fore the entertainment reached its end 
—tho earlier in the evening he was an 
ingratiating and suave clown. It was 
the sameness of his material and de- 
livery that wore thin. 

The Blue Bird is in for a limited en- 
gagement. The Russian population is 
all for it—and it wouldn’t do the native 
customers any harm to attend. It’s a 
welcome relief from the deluge of typical 
spring mistakes. EUGENE BURR.

It seems strange and a little sad that 
the Forrest, which is in every way a 
nice theater, should, in rapid succession, 
open its doors to New York to Cherbourg, 
A Few Wild Oats and the present 
Angeline Moves In. They are three of 
the worst plays of a failing season and 
it seems unfair that the Forrest should 
get them all. 

The present incumbent is a piece— 
described as a comedy—written and pro- 
duced by Hale Francisco, who, in his 
double capacity, shows himself as an 
almost foolishly courageous young man. 
It takes bravery enough to write such 
a piece as Angeline Moves In; the bravery 
it takes to produce it is limitless. 

The story tells of Angeline, a French- 
Canadian serving maid, who forces her- 
self into a job with the most respectable 
of respectable Vermont families. The 
daughter of the house is welcoming back 
her fiance, who has been away for a 
couple of years, and thru the grace of 
Fate and Mr. Francisco it is found that 
that fiance was a gent who saw much 
of Angeline during a period when her 
occupation was an even older one than 
that of serving maid. The daughter, 
however, is really in love with the local 
bootlegger. Amd after that complicated 
situation is presented there starts what 
Mr. Francisco must have ingenuously 
thought of as the fun. 

Angeline gets everybody cockeyed— 
everybody except, unfortunately, the 
audience—on white whisky mixed with 
cider, and the resultant melee manages 
to straighten things out. The daughter 
leaves with her amorous bootlegger, and 
Angeline stays with er true-blue love. 

If Mr. Francisco had faith enough in 
his comedy to attend to its production 
himself, that’s his affair, but it’s no 
excuse for making battered professional 
playgoers attend it. It is to be pre- 
sumed that unprofessional playgoers will 
not be so. coerced. 

The cast is hugely bolstered by the 
presence of Mrs. Jacques Martin, who, in 
her own. endearing and completely 
charming way, plays a little old lady 
from across the street. She deserves 
far, far better things than this. Suzanne 
Caubaye is ruthlessly Gallic as Angeline. 
The rest are about what you’d expect. 
The direction, in the hands of J. J. 
White, brought back fond memories of 
that gentleman’s staging of The House 
of Doom. 

It may be Hale Francisco, but it will 
also be farewell. EUGENE BURR.

independent production and the begin- 
ning of the RKO chapter, with George 
Godfrey harassed on all sides, served 
to complicate even more the production 


situation. When Charley Freeman took 
over the Sixth Floor job his sidekicks 
made things easy for him but very dif- 
ficult for most of the producers who 
were still sticking by their guns—and 
waiting for a break. Came then the al- 
leged dawn with the triumphant entry 
of Martin Beck, ready to do or die for 
Old RKO and to kill that dragon parad- 
ing under such a conglomeration of 
titles as Graft, Incompetence, Favoritism, 
Indolence and Dullness. Beck killed the 
monster, but he is evidentally permitting 
other smaller but just as deadly ones 
to rear their heads. 


We liked Beck’s article in last week’s 
issue of The Billboard. Many others did, 
too. All admired his frankness but those 
who were seeking to find in it some clew 
as to Beck’s plans for RKO’s producers 
were disappointed. 

It is not too late for Beck to do some- 
thing about the producers’ problems. 
It might even be said that this broadside 
is rather untimely; that Beck is on the 
verge of attending to this very situa- 
tion. If such be the case we shall have 


‘no regrets because in these parlous times 


it is better for one to have spoken some- 
what out of turn than not to have 
spoken at all about a condition that 
cries for adjustment. 


Our friendly advice to Beck is that he 
make an intensive study of domestic 
producing conditions; that he follow this 
up (as any sensible man would) with 
some plan of action that will make it 
worth while for his producers to start 
out again with renewed courage and 
confidence. It has often been suggested 
by men in power that the office would 
help its producers by laying out several 
weeks of time for new acts. This might 
have been done in isolated cases or 
where certain producers were favored for 
personal and other reasons. But it has 
never been done on a scale large enough 
to have the effect of stimulating real 
creative activity. 

The present season is pretty badly 
shot. But optimistic cusses that they 
are, independent producers usually plan 
for next year at this time. And it would 
be well for Beck to get them together 
and tell them what is on his mind and 
in his heart. It would help vaudeville 
regain its footing more easily when the 
much-touted 1932-’33 season opens. 


With all due credit to agents who are 
an asset to the organization that en- 
franchises them, it is the producer who 
is really the backbone of a major book- 
ing office’s progress. The producer must 
have more concrete encouragement than 
an agent because generally the latter’s 
only appreciable investment is his office 
and his own time. The producer puts 
into his work not only time but real 
money, proven skill and the kind of in- 
genuity which, when properly en- 
couraged, spells the difference between 
vaudeville that is dead and vaudeville 
that can compete on equal terms with 
the other branches of the popular 


theater. 
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E ARE not panic stricken as are 

others we encountered this past 

week over the sudden dropping 
out of the vaudeville market’s bottom. 
Leading circuits are not abandoning 
vaude in certain ordinarily good spots 
because there is no longer any demand 
for stage attractions. The causes be- 
nind the recession are far more com- 
plicated and quite far removed from it. 
What is most important, however, is the 
assurances received from men who are 
at the helm of the more important thea- 
ter outfits that vaudeville is not being 
kicked out into the gutter. The sched- 
uled dropping of vaude from such choice 
spots, for example, as the 86th Street 
and Coliseum theaters, New York, is 
unquestionably a show put on for the 
benefit of the stage craft unions., The 
circuits are not fighting each other these 
days in labor matters. Their only battles 
are fought on the box-office front, and 
even these forays are being made more 
and more innocuous thru the growth 
of the pooling movement. Such moves 
as wholesale closings are merely tem- 
porary deterrents. Vaudeville, we are 
happy to report, has been found to be 
fundamentally sound as a_ balancing 
force in pop.<price entertainment. The 
dropouts may temporarily inconvenience 
many acts and drive the less stable ones 
from the business. But sooner or later 
the field will come into its own. Then it 
will be up to the persons who make up 
the vaudeville army to keep it where 


it is.

N THE April issue of The Equity 

Magazine a good deal of space is de-

Thru Equity’s 
encouragement and relentless striving in 


the face of formidable opposition from 
all sides the legitimate actor is now in a 
position to obtain justice without paying 
the political piper. All well and good for 
the actor who cannot or need not delve 
into the vaudeville field to round out a 
fair season’s work. The dyed-in-the-wool 
vaudeville actor, of which we stili have 
a few left, must resort to the VMA for 
arbitration of his disputes. Fortunately, 
not a single case has yet come to our 
notice (and we have been watching very 
closely for many seasons) of the Joint 
Complaint Bureau rendering a decision 
unfair to an actor. But the vaudevillian 
has no assurance, despite past perform- 
ances, that his case up before the Joint 
Complaint Bureau will be decided by 
impartial persons. here is no element 
of real arbitration in the bureau's work. 
It is a one-man proposition, and even 
tho it be the case that the man in ques- 
tion is noted for his fairness and legal 
acumen, the sad fact remains that be- 
cause of his disorganized status the 
vaudeville actor has no positive as- 
surance that his grievance or defense 
will be determined at any time on fair 
grounds. We are awaiting the day that 
will bring vaudeville back: into the lime- 
light. Because only then will performers 
be vested with the wherewithal to bring 
about this undeniably powerful factor 
in the raising of their status to the 
height of the legits.

classify himself as a magician, but who 

cannot escape the distinction of being 
the most civilized member of the world- 
wide magic fraternity, has written an ex- 
tremely interesting book, Quicker Than 
the Eye, which has just been published 
by Bobbs Merrill. Mulholland’s opus is 
not meant for a professional public, since 
its negatively stated purpose is “not to 
explain a thing that has happened.” 
Magicians and others interested in the 
history and outstanding personalities of 
the black art should none the less find it 
fascinating reading. There are intimate 
glimpses of the great magicians whom 
you and I admired as tots and an intelli. 
gent approach is made to the discussion 
of the more interesting customs and 
codes of the peculiar but always inter- 
esting persons who build up fortunes by 
taking rabbits out of hats and sawing 
pretty girly in two. 
_ As Mulholland’s carping critics among 
mentalists might have anticipated, this 
crusading member of the brigade that is 
constantly burning out fortune-tellers’ 
nests devotes a chapter to Forecasting and 
Its Frauds. He does not condemn, how- 
ever, mentalists whose sole aim is to eN- 
tertain theater audiences thru dem- 
onstrations of their gifts.

This Faber and Ford act is a new 
combo made up of Harry Faber, formerly 
ieamed with Leta Wales, and Marjorie 
Ford. FPaber’s done a fine mating job 
in selecting Miss Ford, for she’s talent 
personified. They do a peach of an act, 
One that’s successful in keeping laughs 
flowing consistently for 16 minutes, and 
they should get dates. 

It’s about a 50-50 rating for the duo 
and their material in getting laughs. 
They use a flock of nice gags, yet it 
is the selling of the pair that helps to 
Swell the laugh returns. Faber is a 
Suave sort of guy in spieling and he 
deserves a big hand for playing himself 
down to give leeway to the talented Miss 
Ford. She’s a cute trick, who has a 
definite sort of charm in gabbing and 
punching across the comedy lines. 

They don’t dwell much on singing and 
dancing, but serve enough to satisfy.

Roly Boly Eyes Eddie Leonard is back 
with another new act. And in this one 
he has gone modern, using a P-A system, 
and is pulling the father-son gag a la 
Pat Rooney and Herman Timberg by 
using his protege, Eddie Leonard Jr. Act 
is all singing, except for Eddie Sr.’s few 
dance steps, with two other boys helping 
the Leonards out with warbling. An 
entertaining enough act that should go 
big in most houses by virtue of the 
Leonard fame and excellent singing. 

Still it seems to lack something. The 
fault is probably that Senior does not do 
enough in the 22 minutes and is content 
to give way to Junior, who is heavily 
plugged. Latter’s beaut voice deserves 
attention, but the famed Eddie is the 
one people know and want to see and 
hear. 

When Junior does not do solos he and 
the other two boys form a singing trio 
and work in front of the mike as singing 
accompaniment to Senior. This provides 
a delightful effect for the latter’s work, 
which includes Sugar, Never, Never Tell 
a Lie and Ida. Junior, after opening 
with the two boys in singing I’ve Got 
Those Eddie Leonard Blues, sings Mother 
Machree, a Neapolitan number and 
French and Jewish songs. He has a well- 
trained voice, which is complete in qual- 
ity and range, and he’s a comer. 

On fourth here, the act wasn't able to 
leave until Eddie Sr. heeded the yelling 
for his famous Roly Boly Eyes. S. H.

Picture house color is brought to 
vaude by the Roxy Theater Ensemble, 
a 12-people choral group, recently a 
house fixture at the Broadway cinema. 
Has been built up into a suitable variety 
item, one that could hold up in either 
the opening or closing frames. Lots of 
class thru beaut production, with the 
dressing and staging a colorful job. And 
the numbers handled by the group have 
been well chosen to carry out the high- 
falutin’ angle. 

Voices are splendid, with Plair Kramer, 
Sonia Winfield and Nick Hey singled out 
for special attention. Best of the bunch 
are the tenor pipes of Kramer, who has 
looks besides. Miss Winfield does a neat 
soprano solo, altho her type of singing 
is often unappreciated by yariety audi- 
ences.

Heller, except on rare occasions, had 
never used the p.-a. system.

Endowed with plenty 
of personality, the kid can sell his songs 
better without the radio prop planted in 
front of his face. Use of it here looked 
like an attempt on his part to crash the 
radio field, and there is no reason why 
he shouldn’t do well over the ether.

OX-OFFICE scales have dropped to 

the lowest levels this year that some 

of the cities have seen in nearly 
half a century. In some instances the 
price list looks like an excerpt from the 
“Believe It or Not” series. Yet most of 
the permanent companies offering plays 
at these prices are operated at a profit. 
Peculiar local conditions in some stands 
make the profitable run possible, but 
there are many other cities where oper- 
ating costs have not been adjusted to 
meet changed business conditions. In 
such stands the new low level of prices 
is impossible. Strict economies are en- 
forced by the winners, which accounts 
for the frequent use of low royalty or 
non-royalty plays. Most popular of the 
old stage evergreens in evidence this 
spring are East Lynne and St. Elmo. 


F MORE than passing note and sig- 

nificance is the announcement her- 

alding the reorganization of the 
Savoy Players, one of the most successful 
stocks ever operated on the Pacific Coast. 
Under the old Savoy title, a stock com- 
pany made a record run of six years at 
the Savoy Theater, San Diego, Calif. The 
return of the Savoys is an encouraging 
sign of the eagerly looked for restoration 
of the stock theater in the Western 
country. 


EW cities, even those of 10 times 

greater population than Mount 

Vernon, N. Y., have been so favored 
with opportunity for enjoyment of the 
real theater as that city. In Mount 
Vernon Chamberlain Brown installed his 
resident company more than a year ago.

Tent operators see greater 
possibilities in cities — 
four after Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI, April 25.—Following the 

suggestion made in The Billboard several 
months back, a host of tent repertoire 
showmen are seriously considering tak- 
ing their shows into the big cities this 
summer instead of trying to eke out 
@ living in their established small-town 
spots. 
Several well-known managers already 
have made definite arrangements to park 
their top on big city lots, while others 
are weighing the thing carefully, with 
the chance that they too will swing to 
the major towns when the season gets 
under way. 

Those who are contemplating giving 
the cities a fling all believe the same 
way. They generally agree that the 
forthcoming season will be a mighty 
tough one, especially so in the smaller 
towns, where money is more scarce than 
in the metropolitan centers and where 
the drawing power is limited. 

And all are agreed that the tent the- 
ater offers just as much novelty and 
interest to the big city dweller as did 
the showboats, which found the larger 
towns and cities a lucrative field during 
the last four years.

MINSTRELSY'S HISTORIANS, so far 
as the score of published volumes reveal, 
are about as harmonious as a group of 
political leaders at a Jefferson Day din- 
her in Washington, but they are unani- 
mous in crediting Thomas (Daddy) 
Rice as the original exponent of Negro 
minstrelsy in America. They fix the 
year as 1830 and agreé that the minstrel 
stage was founded on Rice’s performance 
in which he sang Jim Crow. They agree, 
moreover, that the first organized troupe 
appeared in 1843 and its personnel was 
made up of Dan Emmett, Frank Brower, 
Dick Pelham and: Billy Whitlock. Comes 
now Olin Downes, who has been delving 
into musty tomes, and writes in The New 
York Times: “The composer to in- 
augurate the idea of Negro minstrelsy 
was probably Gottlieb Graupner, born 
in Hanover, Germany, in 1767, who 
emigrated to America about 1790. 
Graupner, accompanying himself on a 
banjo, is reported to have sung a song, 
The Gay Negro Boy, a song Negroid in 
character, in a play called Oroonoko, 
December 30, 1799, at the Federal Street 
Theater, Boston.” And there you have 
new provocation for an argument. 


TOMMY DEE, minstrel comedian and 
producer, writes from Hector, N. Y.: 
“Reading Tom Collins’ comment in a 
recent issue recalls to me the debut of 
Tom, Sam Harris and myself over 30 
years ago at a local church minstrel in 
Rochester, N. Y. Tom later went with 
the Quinlan & Wall Minstrels.

Theater Fights Unfair Tax 


A delegation representing the legiti- 
mate theater appeared before the Senate 
Finance Committee April 20 to urge that 
the present limit of taxation on theater 
tickets, which begins at $3, be allowed 
to stand. 

This is a fight which the theater has 
to win at this point, for the House of 
Representatives has already accepted the 
recommendations of the Ways and Means 
Committee to lower the tax limit on all 
tickets to 45 cents. 

If the Senate retains this limit, or 
substantially this limit, the motion pic- 
ture theaters will benefit to a far greater 
extent than the legitimate, for most of 
the neighborhood houses are now charg- 
ing less than 45 cents for admission. 
The lowest price for legitimate theater 
balcony or gallery seats is 50 cents. 

Should the Senate pass the bill as it 
how stands the theater could hardly 
persuade the President to veto the whole 
appropriations bill because of the in- 
justice done the theater by one section 
of the bill. Even if President Hoover 
were more interested in the theater than 
he is (his interest, it would appear, is 
only perfunctory) he would hardly hold 
up the finances of the country for this 
item. 

Included in the delegation were Frank 
Gillmore and Paul N. Turner, for 
Equity; William A. Brady and Dr. Henry 
Moskowitz, of the League of New York 
Theaters, Inc.; Walter Percival, president 
of the United Scenic Artists of America; 
James Brennan, president of Theatrical 
Protective Union No. 1 of the IATSE; 
Samuel T. Ansell, counsel for the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians, and Hey- 
wood Broun, of The World-Telegram. 

The delegation was cordially received 
and their arguments were listened to 
with attention. It may be that the 
Senate Finance Committee will be moved 
by their protests that this tax is sure to 
cause more unemployment and general 
misery than the small sum expected 
from it is worth.

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Glory of the Cireus Is Perpetual 

PENING of the outdoor amusement 

season each spring brings back to an 

army of old-time showmen memories 
oi the white tops of long ago. These visions 
of a cherished and prideful past find ex- 
pression in numerous communications for- 
warded to The Billboard by the veterans, 
many of whom are retired from active 
service. 

Always the reminiscences of these writ- 
ers are interesting. Sometimes they are 
notably valuable as contributions to circus 
history, supplying data for pages hitherto 
unwritten. Invariably the letters of the 
older generations of the men and women of 
the circus are inspiring and encouraging to 
the artists, executives and personnel of the 
various branches of showdom who are mak- 
ing circus history today. 

' The obvious pride of the oldtimers in 
their past exploits and those of their con- 
temporaries in bygone days must inevitably 
tend to heighten the esteem of the younger 
generations for their profession. And justly 
so, since the circus is of royal origin, the 
creation of the nobility of ancient times. 

The circus takes its name from the Latin 
word circum, meaning around, as a circle, 
the first circus of which there is any record 
being given in a circular amphitheater built 
for racing. The hippodrome therefore was 
the foundation upon which the circus per- 
formances of ancient Rome and Greece were 
built. Ancient glory is reflected by the 
shows given under the white tops today. 

The records show that the ancients knew 
capacity beyond the most ambitious shows 
of modern times. Circus Maximus and Cir- 
cus Agonalis were the largest in Rome. Ac- 
cording to various authorities, the Maximus 
seated from 200,000 to 400,000. Nero’s Cir- 
cus was the “Greatest on Earth” of its day. 
That circus was originally organized by 
Caius Caesar Caligula, fourth of the Roman 
emperors, but Nero expanded it, just as 
John Ringling and his associates have am- 
plified and improved upon the old P. T. 
Barnum ideas. And it may be worth men- 
tioning in passing that part of the site of 
Nero’s Circus arena is now occupied by the 
Basilica of St. Peter’s in Rome 

Thus by royal heritage the circus is King 
in the amusement world. The pomp and 
splendor of its equipment, the prowess, skill 
and artistry of its performers and the ac- 
claim of the millions proclaim it. 

The glory of the circus has come down to 
us thru the ages and circus folk of the 20th 
century are preserving that glory un- 
dimmed. 


The Ringling-Barnum Show is now playing its 
annual Garden engagement and convincingly 
demonstrating to Broadwayites, who are not in 
the minority among the audiences, that the 
schism is not as wide as is generally believed be- 
tween outdoor and indoor show business. There 
are many lessons in practical showmanship to be 
learned from watching a performance of “Mister 
John’s” javorite outfit, and from our observa- 
tion the indoor folk are not averse to taking notes. 


That April Weather 
BOUT a dozen carnival regulars swung 


into the season in and around New 

York and Boston the other day. The 
number of outfits playing in those territories 
are about on a level with recent years, but 
the weather has been unusually severe, with 
cold spells during one week-end. Not unlike 
other outdoor enterprises, carnivals like to 
get started early and, most of all, like to 
show a profit. But April weather is, and 
always will be, no doubt, one of the great 
obstacles. Some day carnival impresarios 
will be persuaded that May is the logical 
time in those sections to take the first bow. 
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Until then there will always be complaints 
about bad business. 
Right now the baseball magnates, with 


tremendous operating costs, wish they 
hadn’t started so soon. More games have 
been canceled due to cold weather this 


month than in the last decade perhaps. But 
later on they'll offer double-headers to which 
the fans will flock, as they always have. 
Carnivals, however, have no such strategy 
as the double-header on which to rely. The 
same goes for parks and circuses. Why not 
open the season, then, in what is generally 
a more favorable month? Circuses starting 
the season in buildings don’t have to worry. 
But only two shows inaugurate their tours 
indoors—and they are the biggest circuses 
in the country. 


Bad business in the theaters might be attrib- 
uted tc the fact that on the whole they haven’t 
climbed aboard the band wagon in giving patrons 
more than their money’s worth. There should be 
bargains in the theater, either cutting the b.-o. 
scale to absolute minimum or providing bigger 
shows for the present rates of admission. 


Broadcasters and the Composers 

N INTERESTING battle, but of the 

type not new to the American Society 

of Composers, Authors and Publishers, 
is now under way against radio broad- 
casters. The Society seeks more money for 
the use of music without which, it states, 
radio would not be the success it is, nor will 
it be able to continue to thrive should the 
supply be cut off. All radio stations in this 
country pay total license fees of about 
$970,000 per year for the use of certain copy- 
righted music. The increased rates will jack 
it up to five per cent of the approximate 
$60,090,000 that the advertisers pay for time 
each year to the radio stations. 

The ASCAP has decided to take some 
of the existing burden off the shoulders of 
the smaller stations, particularly the fees 
for music used on sustaining programs. On 
the other hand, it is adding to the tax on the 
larger stations, for the reason that the key 
station which sends out a program to a chain 


will pay the fee for the music used on that 
particular broadcast. Naturally it was ex- 
pected that the smaller station operators and 
owners would side with the ASCAP. The 
big stations, however, are making every 
effort to see that the little fellows stand by 
them and in this way present a solid front. 

One of several things may eventually 
result from this move for increased revenue 
for the writers and publishers. The ASCAP 
may disintegrate and several groups of pub- 
lishers formed to collect their respective 
royalties. Also the radio stations may de- 
cide they would rather pay each writer or 
publisher for each rendition of his number 
and so make sure they are not overpaying. 
in either case it would seem an added cost 
for clerical work and numerous people to 
deal with instead of a central agency. 
[.arger stations positively state they would 
rather deal with the ASCAP, but right now 
advocate a moratorium on the increased 
rates. The smaller stations probably have 
no alternative but to follow the leaders and 
the National Association of Broadcasters. 

Legislation in Washington may come 
about anent the matter. In which case the 
broadcasters should stand in plenty strong. 
Aren’t all of the Senators and Congress- 
men using the radio nearly every day in the 
week? But legislation will not do away 
with the responsibility of paying the author, 
composer or publisher for his product the 
same as tho it were a commodity other than 
music.

Acts Taking It on the Chin 


NE “economy” the major vaudeville 

circuits should have first enforced, be- 

fore hopping on the “ salary cutting 
band wagon in such unison, is the rigid 
regulation of agents’ commissions within the 
five per cent all VMA-approved ‘contracts 
call for. If having first saved acts the extra 
five per cent most agents demand, the cir- 
cuits would no doubt have found the per- 
jormers more amenable toward taking the 
cuts now being asked of them. 

As it is, juicy slices are being cut from 
ihe earnings of nearly all acts by both cir- 
cuits and agents, with the latter’s 10 per 
cent not according to contract unless that of 
a personal representative. Considering that 
« great many theaters are now on a “cut” 
i-asis besides, performers are taking it on the 
chin from every angle without receiving 
anything in return. 

It is only fair, in asking artists to shave 
salaries to help theaters keep out of the red 
and open, that the circuits do something in 
turn for the performer. If acts cut, why 
not the agents? Jn losing the extra five per 
cent in commissions, the a¢t salesmen, any- 
how, will be giving up something to which 
they were never entitled. 

The average act is paying 15 per cent 
in commissions, 10 for the agent and 5 as 
the regular booking fee, as well as standing 
the gaff of playing three-sevenths, six- 
sevenths and as high as 25 per cent “cut” 
theaters. Can they be blamed for balking az 
any further cuts as are now being enforced 
hy the circuits? 


The case of Dorothy McNulty, who was recently 
reinstated ta Equity membership after two years 
on the side lines, shows again that the actors’ 
organization seeks to play fair with the managers. 
Miss McNulty inercus sably walked out on Mrs. 
Ruth Selwyn’s “Nine o’Clock Revue,” and was 
therefore fined two weeks’ salary. She failed to 
pay up and was suspended. But after two years 
of it, and with a possible job in the offing, she 
uas happy enough to make arrangements /or 
installment payments.

They'll accept the money 
from entertainments, but do all they can 
to knock any professional organization 
that comes to their town trying to make 
an honest living. 

That is one cause of losing our small- 
town patronage. In the city your vaude- 
ville was ruined by the smart alecks 
putting on the old amateur nights. 

We were living in Chicago when this 
idea started and I have seen a once 
wonderful business go down year by 
year. It was funny (?) to the office- 
boy agents and near agents to deal with 
these poor deluded kids who were ready 
to barter their very souls for even a 
chance to go on for the fickle public to 
jeer at. 

Well, the very Mr. and Mrs. Public got 
their bellies full. Now the good vaude- 
ville business that gave work to thou- 
sands of real performers is no more. It 
never will be until a man who is big 
enough in experience to put on bills of 
variety and merit, not vulgar strip girl 
acts and discordant groups of so-called 
musicians, comes along. 

The public spends its money as an 
investment. Tne fellow who will pay 
dividends in good professional entertain- 
ment will yet be able to sell his wares. 
But it will have to be the old experi- 
enced manager, actor and musician that 
will turn the trick.

About this time a man tapped me on 
the shoulder and I said: “What do you 
want? You're not in this party.” He 
showed me hiss badge and said: “I would 
like to see you in the back room. Where 
did you get all that money? You must 
have held up a bank.” His partner said: 
“Bank nothing. It must have been a 
mint.” I replied: “I made this money 
in the show business.” He replied: 
“That seems impossible, because there 
isn't that much money in the country.”

“standby State. Mr. Hale will verify my 
statements, as will any other member 
of the Tolbert Show from 1922 to 1929. 
Later I joined the Bud Hawkins Players 
and we had no trouble at all. 

I will admit I booked Dothan, Ala., 
tor Billy Wehle thru Mr. Hale, the same 
as I would have done if it had been 
under any other auspices, and paid him 
$200 to cover everything—State, city, 
county, lights and lot. It is the first 
time I have ever heard the expression 
go-between given to an agent. 

I am pleased to know that Mr. Wehle 
has $1,000, but am sorry to say in my 
behalf that I do not have it, but if I 
did it would not take me long to con- 
vince somebody that I know the system 
perfectly well. 

I expect to play Alabama again with 
somebody, as I have quite a lot of old 
standby friends in the State, and am al- 
ways at home when there.

Fox and Ward, Sole Survivors 


Editor The Billboard: 

There came to the California Theater, 
San Francisco, Calif., August 8, 1870, 
Duprez & Benedict's Minstrels. This was 
the first company to cross the continent 
by rail to California and the first to pre. 
sent four endmen. The company adver- 
tised 35 artists. Duprez and Benedict 
were the managers and _ proprietors; 
Charles H. Duprez, business manager: 
Frank Dumont, stage manager; James 
Koehl, musical director, and Charles H. 
Keeshin, general agent. 

In the first part appeared the follow- 
ing: Charley Reynolds, Charley Gleason, 
Hughey Dougherty and Lew Benedict, end 
men. Reynolds sang Little Brown Jug; 
Dougherty, It’s Nice To Be a Father; 
Lew Benedict, Hot Corn; Gleason, Grimes’ 
Cellar Door; John L. Woolsey, Shamus 
O’Brien; D. S. Vernon, Where dare the 
Angels, Mother?; Fred B. Naylor, Mama, 
Wheré has Baby Gone?. Finale, Circus 
Scenes at Van Amburgh’s Show. 

Part second opened with the two wench 
performers, Justin Robinson and 
Kent in serio-comic songs and fancy 


dances; ballad, Dear Little Shamrock, 
Fred B. Naylor; the Cocoanut Dance, 
Benedict, Gleason, Fox and Ward; 
Ciceronian Display on the Stump, 
Hughey Dougherty; A Blonde Who 
Never Dyes, Frank Kent. Burlesque 


Beethoven Jubilee: Grand jubilee con- 
ductor, G. Bishop; James Koehl, Prank 
Kent and full company, concluding jubi- 
lee with the Anvil Chorus. 

Next came Charley Gleason and His 
Banjo; Fox and Ward in their Silver 
Statue Double Clog. Performance con- 
cluding with A Manager's Difficulties, skit. 
Characters by entire company, introduce 
ing the reigning sensation, Shoo Fly, 
Don’t Bodder Me, and Can Can. 

At the finish a thousand old shoes 
came down on strings from the flies. 
Great laughter; audience delighted, es- 
pecially one little boy, now grown to 
manhood, who is sending this to The 
Billboard. The interesting part of the 
above is that the team of Fox and Ward 
are still with us and are the only sur- 
vivors of that noted minstrel organiza- 
tion of those days. Fox and Ward when 
not trouping may be found at 1117 Wolf 
street, Philadelphia. I hope John C. 
Carter will like this show. I saw the 
biggest part of his.

Looking Back 50 Years

Looking back 50 years in circus his- 
tory without referring to old programs, 
route books or old lithos is a pretty good 
test for memory, but as I saw the 
O’Brien-Van Amberg Circus at Long 
Branch in May. 1882, I am greatiy im- 
pressed with Charles Bernard’s descrip- 
tion of same in a recent issue. 

Why not mention some of the others 
on the roster. As a third-grade pupil 
in the graded school I very well remem- 
ber the parade as it passed the school 
building, being greatly impressed with 
the large lion posed on top of the large 
cage wagon with its trainer, whip in 
hand, fearlessly sitting in a chair beside 
it. Other features in the circus were a 
four-horse riding act by the elder 
Lowanda and a Pete Jenkins act, I being 
told at the time the rider was Bob 
Stickney; also a pad rider billed as 
Romeo Sebastian. 

This circus had about this time the 
Batcheller & Doris Great Interocean 
Shows as its biggest rival, featuring 
William Showles, the champion bareback 
rider, with Sally Macks and Ella Stokes 
as equestriennes.

Management distributes 
coupons among merchants to be given 
customers. Coupons are worth admis- 
sion to show if person presenting ticket 
pays 10 cents on his entrance, otherwise 
the regular charge is 50 cents for adults 
and 25 for children. Reserves are 15 and 
25 cents to all. Ten cents is charged 
for concert.

WASHINGTON, April 23.—With the 
surprising number of circus outfits and 
carnival concerns which will take to the 
road, Jiterally, this year with their motor- 
ize equipment, and with the apparent 
certainty that the number of such 
motorized outfits will increase during 
the years to come, reported tendency 
in numerous sections to divert motor 
vehicle revenues from the purposes for 
which originally intended, the building 
and maintenance of roads, should warn 
these truck operators to keep a weather 
eye out for any such thinly disguised 
propaganda to this end as may happen 
to reach their ears and be ready to aid 
in counteracting it. Fact is, the situa- 
tion seems to be that groups in all 
States which have been responsible in 
years past for annually increasing taxes 
and which are now facing the end of 
their ropes, due to the absence of any- 
thing else to tax, are turning their eyes 
towards revenues built up largely thru 
the imposition of gasoline taxes and” are 
planning to divert some of this rich flow 
into the promotion of pet hobbies which 
would otherwise have to be put under 
the ban. }

of Motor Taxes 


should leave no doubt in the minds of 
those who read it of the seriousness of 
the situation. H. S. Fairbank, director 
of publications and information, U. S. 
Bureau of Public Roads, said: “The gaso- 
line tax ought to be reserved for roads 
or an equal amount raised from a tax 
on property. The situation, briefly, is 
this. In the first place the public was 
free to build roads or not to build them, 
as in its judgment seemed best. Having 
built, the question then comes up, 
should it keep up these roads or lose 
what it has put into them. There is 
an obligation upon its part to keep up 
its roads. Failing to do this, ft will 
be put in the position of losing its in- 
vestment.” 

W. R. Smith, president of the Ameri- 
can Road Builders’ Association, in a 
statement on this and related subjects, 
said in part: 

“The highway finance structure in this 
country has its basis in the indispen- 
Sability of the motor vehicle to everyone. 
The soundness of that basis has been 
emphatically demonstrated in the fact 
that gasoline tax revenues have increased 
each of the last two years in spite of 
general economic conditions. Some of 
this increase has been due, of course,

With our 20 and 30-cent general admis- 
sion, we are going along and making 
money.”

Get 
a solo spot at the finish, ace trick being 
a two-ladder formation with a bar set 
across to provide a trapeze setup in the 
center, trap worked by a male and a 
mixed team atop the ladders. There is 
also a juggling bit, and a dog is brought 
on to work with a female in the center 
on a three-ladder finish.

Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


Miles Orton. The name stands out as 
a bright star in American circus his- 
tory. It remains prominently connected 
with our circuses of today, thru the 
splendid presentation of diversified cir- 
cus acts by the second and third genera- 
tion of that famous senior Orton. Along 
with other showmen mentioned in our 
reviews of business for the season of 
1882, Miles Orton’s New Mastodon Shows 
will fill this column with interesting 
memoirs. 

The show opened its season on Tues- 
day, April 18, at McConnellsville, O. 
Miles Orton, as owner, manager and 
performer, presented a program of merit, 
which included on opening day the fol- 
lowing people in the ring performance: 
Mlle. Alberta, James Kincade, Leon Leon, 
Dan Leon, Claude Orton, Little Bernard 
and Allie, M. and Mme. Bostwick, 
Harry Law, Lacardo and Fritz, Sig. Doran, 
the Walton Brothers and Al G. Pield. A 
decade later Al G. Field had become a 
minstrel show owner, and in 1921 when 
death called was truly the “Minstrel 
King.” 

During the first 12 days of the season 
the show had gone west thru Ohio, 
crossed into Indiana and had Hartford 
City, Ind., for Saturday, April 30. A 
well-preserved 9x24 black on yellow her- 
ald, printed both sides, is a prized 50- 
year-old souvenir of that dafe, held by 
the writer. Well written, splendidly 
illustrated with 21 circus and animal 
cuts, a clearly stamped date line reading 
“Hartford, Saturday, April 30,” was evi- 
dence that advertising of the Orton show 
was intelligently handled. Back into 
Ohio for the month of May—such good 
towns as Greenffeld, Vienna, Washington 
Cc. H., Wilmington and Lebanon were 
on the itinerary. May 30 was given to 
Germantown, the home and_ winter 
quarters of Charles Bartine, who oper- 
ated a wagon circus many years and was 
a regular visitor to every community in 
the Buckeye State. 


By late in July Miles Orton’s Mastodon 
Shows were east of the Ohio. Hancock, 
Md., July 29; Clearspring, 31; Williams- 
port, August 1; Shepherdstown, W. Va., 
August 2, were some exhibition stands. 
The United States Circus at same time 
was playing West Virginia towns, and 
S. H. Barrett Circus was in Virginia. In 
the Maryland and West Viriginia towns 
the newspapers gave some highly com- 
plimentary after-the-show notices of the 
bareback equestrian acts and the leaping 
of Leon Orton. His four-horse riding 
act thrilled the patrons. By early in 
September the Orton show was well 
billed in North Carolina. From 
tember 8 to 15, inclusive, the exhibition 
stands were Madison, Danbury, Pilot 
Mountain, Mount Airy, Dobson, Jones- 
ville and Wilkesboro. In the September 
30 issue of New York Clipper Miles Or- 
ton’s Mastodon Circus and Royal German 
Menagerie advertised for performers, 
musicians and people in all branches 
of circus business for the winter season, 
Seneca, S. C., was given for mail address, 
which indicated a tour of the Gulf 
States. 

Maybury, Pullman & Hamilton Circus 
had hastened into South Carolina ahead 
of the Orton show, but came to grief 
when the sheriff took charge of the out- 
fit at Columbia, S. C. William A. May- 
bury, of Detroit, who had been financial 
backer of the show, was arrested on 
complaints of his partners, charged with 
irregularities in the show's management, 
W. C. Maybury, a leading lawyer and 
congressman of Michigan, succeeded in 
getting the accused released, but the 
Maybury, Pullman & Hamilton Circus 
was eliminated as opposition to Miles 
Orton. The show was sold by sheriff 
at Columbia, S. C., October 28. Other cir- 
cuses invaded the Southeast during Oc- 
tober. S. H. Barrett & Company exhibited 
in Augusta, Ga., October 21; Sells Bros.’ 
(See OLD-TIME SHOWMEN on page 47)

RODEO ASSOCIATION of America 
Directors’ Votings: In the April 2 issue 
mention was made that because of some 
conflicting conditions regarding some of 
the membership contests, especially 
“arena” and “non-arena” events, Secre- 
tary Fred S. McCargar, of RAA, was mail- 
ing voting blanks to the directors in or- 
der to arrive at a decision regarding some 
points in question, following the Feb- 
ruary annual convention rulings. Secre-

tary McCarger has been mailing results of 
the directors’ votings (inclosing member- 
ship application blanks) to “The Rodeos 
of the United States and Canada.” This 
editor also received copies of same, as 
follows: 

“As a result of the ballot sent to the 
nine directors, nine voted. 

“All nine voted in favor of fixing the 
classification of a show in the amount 
of money paid out in the arena events. 
Shows that pay $5,000 or more in arena 
events exclusive of any money received 
and retained by the show drom entrance 
fees being classed as AAA shows. $4,000 
and more, AA; $3,000 and more, A; $2,000, 
B, and $1,000, C. 

“Three voted to allow giving points in 
non-arena events and six against it. 

“Seven voted ‘no’ in allowing smaller 
shows than those that pay $1,000 in 
arena events exclusive of money received 
and retained as entrance fees a classifica. 
tion. Two voted in favor of it. 

“Six voted in favor of requiring a show 
to secure a letter from bank stating that 
the show had had two years’ successful 
operation and in their (bank’s) opinion 
the prize money would be paid, but in 
the case of a new show starting out that 
a bank guarantee be required to gain 
membership. 

“Therefore, the new application and 
membership chart is inclosed. 

“Note particularly the change of the 
rules made at the Tucson convention. In 
calf roping the rule has been changed so 
that it now reads as follows: "When a 
roper busts a calf and the calf falls ac- 
cidentally, that the roper is fined 10 
seconds. When it is done intentionally, 
in the opinion of the judges, the roper is 
disqualified. In calf roping in those dis- 
tricts where they cannot tie hard and 
fast the calf cannot exceed 250 pounds.” 

“Bronk Riding—Losing a stirrup in 
bronk riding does not disqualify, but 
penalizes the rider 15 points for each 
stirrup. 

“Your attention is called to the fact 
that a member show must either have its 
application in with the check or applica- 
tion in with a guarantee from the bank 
that it will be paid. In that way we can 
get preliminary publicity for each show. 

“We are inclosing two application 
blanks, one for you to retain for your in- 
formation. Inclosed you will also find a 
proof sheet of the shows. Send us any 
suggested changes or additions that you 
may have.” 


BOSTON, April 21. — Milt Hinkle’s 
Texas Rangers Rodeo closed Saturday 
hight at Boston Arena with its plumage 
somewhat wilted, but its head still 
proudly uplifted. Business held up well 
thru Friday, but dropped heavily Sat- 
urday matinee and night. The show did 
about $68,000 for the run of 11 per- 
formances, with a total attendance esti- 
mated by rodeo officials to be® slightly 
in excess of 37,600 people—not bad con- 
sidering the weather and other attrac- 
tions, with the big circus billed in for 
May 2. From an audience standpoint it 
was @ good show and it built up a large 
rodeo public here from those who did 
not fully appreciate the long contests 
staged by Col. Johnson’s Rodeo at the 
Garden last fall and billed in again for 
November of this year. The clowning 
and the speeding up of the show by 
splitting up the various events into 
groups made it fun for the general pub- 
lic not yet educated to the fine points 
of rodeo sportsmanship and brought 
added money to the box office. 

Milt Hinkle proved a first-rate director 
general and arena superintendent and 
kept the performance moving smoothly. 
He made a fine appearance in the arena 
and was on the job every minute. He 
possesses real showmanship. Personal 
trouble, however, for Milt multiplied as 
the event neared its end and he made 
two trips to court, one at the behest of 
John H. (Texas Jack) Sullivan, crack 
pistol shot, who claimed he had been un- 
justly fired and wanted $20 to settle his 
contract. Hinkle stated in a poor-debtor 
session of Municipal Court, before which 
Sullivan caused him to appear, that he 
had only $4.50 in cash and two other 
suits and was not planning an imme- 
diatel departure from the State, and the 
case was dismissed. Friday he again 
landed in court, this time on a com- 
plaint of officials of State Department of 
Labor and Industries, charged with 
violation of child labor laws. Baby 
Loraine and Ralph Graham were, the 
State charged, performing without proper 
permission. Hinkle told the judge that 
he had been informed that his advance 
agent had done all that was legally re- 
quired in matter and was released on bail. 
The children had been withdrawn from 
the performance on Wednesday night. 

Newspapers he.e do not yet seem to 
understand what a rodeo is and the 


coverage was, to put it politely, poor. 
only accidents attracting some newspaper 
men’s attention or getting any space, in 
spite of liberal advertising. Jack Murray, 
in charge of publicity, did a fine job and 
got a lot of advance publicity. The 
Sunday Post went rodeo to the extent of 
a full page in color, by George Brinton 
Beal, local circus and rodeo writer, on 
Milt Hinkle and other prominent rodeo 
showmen. The show left for New Haven, 
to open Monday, the first of a series of 
bookings made for Hinkle by E. M. 
Jacobs, representing Amalgamated At- 
tractions, Inc. Pittsburgh is among 
those bookings.

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his gain on the advertising derived from 
having an exhibition skater or performer 
on his rink for the coming period of his 
stay, but only on the profit for the 
evening or evenings during which the 
performance is given. A performance on 
a rink is not supposed to be given solely 
for the profit of that one particular eve- 
ning, but should be used as an adve - 
ing medium to attract patrons’ atten- 
tion to skating, with the idea in mind 
of furthering interest in skating and 
consequently drawing larger crowds to 
his rink, not just for the night of the 
performance, but the nights to follow. 
For, we feel, the greatest advertising 
lies in the gossip caused among the 
population of the town and its vicinity.” 


COMPLAINING that city officials re- 
fused to issue a skating-rink license to 
him, but permitted a Merry-Go-Round 
and Ferris Wheel to operate in the same 
block with his rink, John Manos 
obtained a court order in Seattle, 
citing the officials to show cause why 
they should not be restrained from inter- 
fering with operation of the rink. 
Counsel for plaintiff told the court 
Manos was permitted to operate his rink 
after an ordinance was passed in 1919 
prohibiting such enterprises within 500 
feet of a park. License director held 
that as the rink had been turned into 
an indoor golf course at one time a 
rink license should be refused.

Jack’s first venture 
aefew weeks ago was a wrestling bout, 
and the Chicago hockey teams are of- 
fered as his second big bill. It is hoped 
that local interest aroused in roller 
hockey will result in organization of a 
local team or two. Joe Oehmig is man- 
ager of the Hippodrome Rink and Jones 
is boosting attendance by ringing in 
specialty feature stunts every fortnight 
or so. u 


IN CHARLESTON, S. C., May 10, at 8 
p.m., has been selected as starting time 
for an attempt of Fritz Stoppelbein, who 
claims to be endurance roller-skating 
champion of the world, to break his own 
mark of 85 hours, ,which he set at a 
tournament at New Brunswick, N. J., in 
1927. This will be the first appearance 
of the Charlestonian as a skating wizard 
in his native city, as, until his return 
here recently, he toured the United 
States, Europe and parts of Asia in the 
last 15 years in participating abroad in 
professional skating meets at London, 
Berlin, Paris, Rome, Petrograd, Hamburg 
and Tokyo. Stoppelbein began training 
last week for the endurance effort after 
he had undergone a physical examina- 
tion and was pronounced okeh. He is 
conditioning by running around Colonial 
Lake in the evenings several times a 
week, and soon will extend this program. 
John Moisson, his manager, reports that 
his conditioning so far is satisfactory 
and also thas much interest is being 
created in the coming event, which is 
to be held at Columbus Hall. Fritz has 
set 100 hours as his goal and believes 
that if he attains this mark it will stand 
for a long time as a world’s record. 


HOLLYWOOD RINK, 4823 North Ked- 
zie avenue, Chicago, has been having an 
excellent season, according to Jule Mahl, 
owner and operator, and will continue 
until about the middle of June. Hockey 
games have been featured this season, 
and out of a total of 28 played Holly- 
wood Rink has won 25, tied 2 and lost 1. 
A five-mile team race was held recently, 
Joey Kleats and Frank Willenburg being 
winners. The Hollywood team defeated 
two teams from the Kenosha (Wis.) 
Roller Club. Staff of the rink, in addi- 
tion to Mahl, includes Walter Stark, 
music operator and floor manager; Paul 
Podlock, floor man; Mat Schweiger, door 
man; Bill Schoen, skate man; Mildred 
Wilson, hostess. Johnny Roscaco is 
president of the rink club. Mahl is very 
much interested in obtaining music 
records in the correct tempo for rinks, 
something it is now impossible to do, as 
dance records are not in the proper time 
and if slowed down diminsh the volume. 
Another disadvantage of most dance rec- 
ords, Mahl states, is that they are not 
of uniform volume thruout. This is a 
prime requisite of records for rink use, 
as the music must at all times be heard 


above the very considerable noise. Mahl 
believes that there are sufficient rinks 
in the country interested in using rec- 
ords to make it worth while for the re- 
corders to get out a series of records 
especially for ring use. He invites other 
rink men to write him what they think 
of the idea. 


OLYMPIAD ROLLING Thirteen Club 
Was Organized in Los Angeles on March 
16 and elected H. G. Rush president. 
Mr. Rush has been skating a number of 
years along the Coast and is well known 
in rinks in many Pacific Coast cities. 
Miss N. Le Neve Nicholson was elected 
secretary. She also is well known in Los 
Angeles skating circles, having been 
floorlady at the Rollerdrome Rink in 
Culver City for some time and is also 
secretary of the Women’s Chamber of 
Commerce of Beverly Hills, Calif. “Our 
club invites skating clubs thruout the 
country to correspond with us as to their 
doings and we will do the same with 
them,” writes Ernest B. (Rolling Ernie) 
Bartlett, who is treasurer. “Let’s make 
this sport of the little wheels a great big 
family affair and put roller skating over 
the top as 8 sport. Having talked to 
the secretary of the Olympic committee 
here in Los Angeles not long back, he 
assured me that if we, could create 
enough interest among skating clubs 
and skaters he saw no reason why roller 
skating should not be again one of lead- 
ing events on the next Olympic program, 
even tho it was too late for this year’s 
games in Los Angeles. We also invite 
prominent skaters in the East to corre- 
spond with us; it might save them a lot 
of trouble if they would write to us 
before planning on coming to the Coast, 
as we could give the truth about condi- 
tions here. In connection with races 
held at Lincoln Park Roller Rink on 
April 12, under my direction, I wish to 
say that in all my many years as a 
skater I have yet to find a skater who is 
a bigger credit to the skating game 
than our own Pacific Coast champion, 
Cliff Howard. Howard is known better 
in Eastern skating circles than he is 
here, due to the fact that he has done 
most of his skating in Eastern States.” 
Results of the races were: One-half mile 
professional race, Cliff Howard, first, Los 
Angeles; Luther Houser, second, Phila- 
delphia; Felix Le Blane, third, Culver 
City; two-mile relay team race, Cliff 
Howard, Hugh Moore, first; Art Irons, 
Vincent Quinn, second; Hauser, Le Blanc, 
third.

to higher gasoline tax rates. But the 
greater number of gallons of gasoline 
consumed—more than 15,000,000 last 
year—leaves no doubt that the average 
car traveled farther than before. It is 
not unnatural that a source of revenue 
which has remained constant while 
others have been dciminishing at an 
alarming rate should be attractive to 
legislators hard pressed by mounting 
deficits.” 

In a discussion of the trend in the 
circus world, largely, and in the larger 
carnival world, to take to the highway, 
with possibilities for bringing to the very 
door almost of people of isolated sections 
such welcome entertainment as the tent 
shows provide, and the importance to 
that trend of the building not only of 
the so-called highest-surfaced roads but 
of substantial highways of the second 
class, possible at reduced cost, compara- 
tively, by The Billboard representative 
with Director Fairbank, the latter fur- 
nished some illuminating figures on road 
surfacing during the last 10 years. He 
called attention to the fact there were 
in 1921 around 303,000 miles of local 
road mileage surfaced, and that this 
same type of road surfaced in 1930 was 
around 467,300 miles. 

This was an increase, he pointed out, 
of 164,300 miles, or more than 50 per 
cent, within 10 years, or around 17,000 
miles a year. “Then,” he suggested fur- 
ther, “there was for example, in 1921 
something like 23,000 miles of what 
might be called a high type of highway, 
a bituminous macadam or better. In

1930 we might say there was around 
84,000 miles of such roadway of the 
highest type of surfacing. This repre- 
sents an increase of something like 
61,000 miles of splendid surfacing, the 
type in general having improved.” 

Still further along the line of the 
diversion of gasoline revenues from its 
proper and intended purpose, President 
Smith continued: 

“Diversion of motor vehicle revenues 
to defray general expenses of govern- 
ment has been a source of irritation for 
years. We hear it proposed’ today, how- 
ever, On a larger scale then ever before. 
An instance of this is to be found in the 
recent pronouncement of one State of- 
ficial that the most effective means of 
quickly disposing of an $8,000,000 deficit 
was by diverting the sum from motor 
vehicle revenues running about $17,000,- 
000 annually. It would virtually stop 
road construction in the State, he ad- 
mits, but would permit maintenance of 
highways already in use. The proposal 
is one that motorists of the State must 
regard as intolerable. It has in it ele- 
ments of an effect upon road bond issues 
that is difficult to contemplate with 
equanimity. Such bonds have had-a 
ready acceptance everywhere because 
they are based upon an assured revenue. 
They will continue to have so long as 
the money motorists pay in taxes goes 
to motoring purposes.” 

President Smith sees also in this situa- 
tion the possibility of imposition of taxes 
which are confiscatory, for gasoline, with 
a resentment already being manifested 
in some instances in the vast growth of 
gasoline bootlegging. a * 

From the truck standpoint, and this 
is where the interest of the motorized 
circus is, Director Fairbank has fur- 
nished The Billboard with an exhaustive 
report, with illustrations, of a survey of 
traffic taken by the U. S. Bureau of 
Public Roads, aided by State officials, in 
11 Western States, which report points 
some keenly interesting conditions to 
motorists by truck. The results shown 
by the survey will be discussed, fairly 
briefly, later on in The Billboard. The 
proposed regulation of motor transport, 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
just recommended to Congress, incident- 
ally, Fairbank pointed out, does not take 
in fo¥ regulation owner-operated trucks, 
such as the motorized circus truck.

Circus followed on November 1, then to 
Aikin, S. C.; Blackville, Columbia, Cam- 
den, Orangeburg and Charleston: then 
two days in Savannah, Ga., November

cus and made the license reasonable. 

By the middle of December a closing 
date had been finally announced by 
Miles Orton. Greensboro, Ala., December 
14; Newbern, 15; Marion, 16; Centerville, 
18; Montevollo, 19, and to Calera, 
Wednesday, December 20, to close a 35 
weeks’ season. Huntsville, Ala., had been 
selected for winter quarters; suitable 
buildings in county fairgrounds housed 
the show comfortably, and preparations 
for an early 1883 season were promptly 
announced. On December 29 a female 
elephant died from unknown causes and 
at same time news reached New York 
that Miles Orton was dangerously ill. 
Recovery from the illness, purchase of 
animals, including double-humped cam- 
els, a white camel, parade equipment, 
and engagement of Col. Charles Whitney 
as general agent were announcements in 
February that indicated an early and ac- 
tive 1883 season by Manager Orton.

Calls Jones Beach, With Cost 
Considered, Still Unprofitable 


NEW YORK, April 23.—Jones Beach, 
operated by the Long Island State Park 
Commission, in its first full season last 
year attracted 2,700,000 people, parking 
space was successfully run, bathhouses 
did land-office business and total gross 
income was $550,575, while expenditures 
for service, maintenance and general op- 
eration were $233,308. 


With a profit of $317,267, the student 
of governmental welfare, says The New 
York Sun editorially, sees government a 
success in business. 

“So it might seem,” says the editorial, 
“until the cost of the remarkable plant 
on the sandspit is considered. The lands 
were given to the State by adjoining 
towns—but the cost of developing—the 
causeway, the buildings, the ocean park- 


way and the channel system — was 
$9,730,000. 
“Qn this investment the successful 


season of 1931 showed a return of only 
3% per cent, a rate at which the State 
cannot borrow money.” 


The newspaper says that it will be 
argued that the benefit “to the poor 
compensates for the slight loss. But 
Jones Beach is not for the real poor. To 
reach it the patron must have a motor 
car or the fare on railroad or bus. Once 
there he finds a parking charge of 50 
cents, a locker charge of 35 or 60 cents, 
an expense of 85 cents or $1 for the fixed 
price luncheon and $1.50 or $2 for the 
table d’hote dinner.” 


Tt attacks these prices as, while not 
unreasonable, still not fitting “the purses 
of persons who are accounted poor.” 

The Sun calls the development the fin- 
est thing of its kind, but declares that 
it remains to be seen whether it is self- 
sustaining. “At present it is an example 
of the government in business just fall- 
ing short of pecuniary success. 

“It is consoling to think,” the news- 
paper concludes, “that it is an exception 
to the general rule that government in 
busimess does not come within a mile 
of breaking even.”

Outlay Is Big 
On Steel Pier 


$200,000 contract added 
to building program by 
Atlantic City company 


ATLANTIC CITY, April 23.—The Steel 
Pier Company has climaxed a $500,000 
program undertaken last year by award- 
ing this week a $200,000 contract for ex- 
tensive improvements to the pier prop- 
erty. 

Work will be started immediately on 
erection of a public pavilion for the 
General Motors exhibit, a basement un- 
der the pier, tunnel under the Boardwalk 
and a ramp to the exhibit room. Pavilion 
will be of concrete and steel, 30x300 feet. 

A similar sized section of the pier on 
the western side, now occupied by the 
Hawaiian Village and other attractions, 
also will be constructed of fireproof 
materials and add greatly to already 
overcrowded limits of the pier. 


Bonus for Rush Work 


Confirmation of the contract award 
was secured from Frank P. Gravatt, 
president of the company. The contract 
has bonus and penalty clauses to rush 
completion before start of the summer 
season. It has temporarily revived the 
building trades here. Successful bidder 
was James Ferry, local contractor. 

This last improvement follows closely 
on the heels of the purchase of an 
ocean-going liner, said to have cost 
$100,000, installation of a sprinkler sys- 
tem for the entire pier at a cost of 
nearly $60,000 and building of a boat 
deck for the liner at end of the pier. 


Ocean Liner To Cruise 


The liner” will be an innovation in 
local amusements, carrying a dance band 
and other entertainment for cruises. 

Mr. Gravatt said the great amount of 
money involved in enlarging his enter- 
prise has been spent because of his com- 
pany’s confidence in the future of At- 
lantic City. 

“If we did not think people would 
continue to come here,” he said, “we 
would not go ahead.” 

Several other improvements are under 
consideration. First-run vaudeville acts 
will return as a principal pier feature.

Pool operators, in employing life 
guards, are urged to take advantage of 
the ever-willing co-operation of their lo- 
cal Red Cross in helping them pick 
proper swimming instructors. Regard- 
less of what you may think and what 
the prospective life guard says, the Red 
Cross is usually better able to determine 
a swimming man’s real value. 

A pleasing personality is a most es- 
sential requisite of pool guards for, aside 
from being helpers, these young men are 
really salesmen for pools. Grouchy old 
swim teachers, tho they may be expert 
instructors, can do more harm than 
good to a tank. 

While pool men will agree that it is 
best to re-engage old help, for they 
know the ropes, new faces in the staff 
around the pool each summer tend to 
create new interest. A local popular 
swimmer oftentimes draws better for a 
pool than a national aquatic hero. 
Therefore pool operators should think 
these points over before interviewing 
applicants.

Men Diseuss 


Budgeting and Pass Problem 


Judiciously planned appropriations and distribution of 
tickets talked by MAFA — educational advancement 
urged, with emphasis on necessity of attractions 


WORCESTER, Mass., April 23:—The budget problem was the principal subject 
under discussion when the Massachusetts Agricultural Fairs Association held its 


annual spring meeting in the Bancroft Hotel on Wednesday. 


An approach to some 


semblance of systematic regularity in the matter of complimentary passes was 
also thrashed out, both in scheduled talks and informally, before a well-attended 
assembly presided over by President Ralph H. Gaskill, secretary Topsfield Fair. 
In the morning session the perennial secretary-treasurer, A. W. Lombard, rendered 


his report gathered since the association's 
meeting last January, and committee 
chairmen for this year were appointed. 

Speeches were made by George H. Bean, 
secretary Northampton Fair, who spoke 
on the ever-timely subject of Better 
BRallyhoo. Mr. Bean urged that show- 
manship and a greater merchandising 
complexion be injected into exhibits. 

Some new angles on potato exhibits 
were discussed by Ralph W. Donaldson, 
extension specialist in agronomy, State 
College, Amherst, while Fred B. Dole, 
president Greenfield Fair, cited the possi- 
bilities of an advance ticket sale in gen- 
eral and practiced with success by 
Greenfield Fair in particular. Mr. Bean's 
contribut‘on met with enthusiastic re- 
sponse, several of the afternoon speakers 
complementing his remarks in dwelling 
on their own subjects. 


Danzigc. Boosts TAFE 


Substituting in the afternoon for Gen- 
eral Manager Charles A. Nash, who could 
not attend, Assistant Manager Milton 
Danziger, Eastern States Exposition, 
Springfield, tackled the budget question 
in an ambitious way by stating that cur- 
tailment of essentials is bound to react 
unfavorably, that intelligent budgets are 
those which are predicated on compara- 
tive analyses and reliable records. 

“Get more for your dollar than you 
ever got before,” he declared. “Publicity 
and entertainment should be given care- 
ful consideration: watch not only local 
conditions, but national as well. Main- 
tain the standard of educational pro- 
grams, but remember on the attractions 
end that people want to be stimulated, 
want relaxation more than ever before, 
and will pay, even in these times, for 
something they want—-if they think its 
good.” 

Mr. Danziger also touched on weather 
and rain insurance, protection against 
hazards, spick and span grounds and 
buildings as a solid investment, fallacy 
of overadvertising, overloaded programs 
and digressing from principles involved 
in appropriations, gave the International 
Association of Fairs and Expositions a 
substantial boost, calling it a “power- 
fully organized agency for bargaining by 
collective effort,” and a “legislative 
weapon of proved value.” The Eastern 
States exec urged membership in the 
IAFE.

For Uniform Accounts 


Second in the p.m. program was talk 
by Frank H. Kingman, manager New 
England Fair, this city, whose topic con- 
cerned a simple accounting system with 
relation to a budget, which he clarified 
in great detail. Mr. Kingman said: 

“I think it would be proper for the 
State to insist upon a complete financial 
return before State aid is paid, and even 
go so far as to establish a uniform ac- 
counting system. I mention these things 
because the information which a proper 
system will afford should be the basis 
upon which the budget for the year is 
made. 

“For the average fair represented here, I 
recommend a very simple accounting 
system. Because very few fairs employ 
a full-time secretary he should not be 
asked to spend hours in book and record 
keeping. 

“If a fair does not have an accounting 
svstem, however silnple it may be, and 
prepare a budget from it this year, I 
suggest that they buy a bottle of red ink. 
(Laughs). There should be no doubt in 
our minds that this is going to be a

T HAT hardy perennial—talk about 
and denunciation of the “pass evil” 
—is with us again. BR has been dis- 
cussed pro and con at annual fair meet- 
ings for years with doubtful results. 

But between now and fair time is gen- 
erally when some sort of policy, however 
makeshift, has to be adopted. And after 
each fair the officials determine that 
next year things will be different! But, 
alas! How seldom do they change? 

Passes present problems for all fairs, 
from the humblest county pumpkin 
show to world expositions. From Chi- 
cago it is announced that at A Pageant 
of Progress Exposition in ‘33, while 
passes will be kept to as low a minimum 
“as possible,” they will be issued to fair 
employees and to the press. There will 
not be, it is declared, any promiscuous 
distribution to “politicians and others.” 

Massachusetts Agricultural Fairs’ As- 
sociation at Worcester last week heard 
much talk of “tightening up” on passes 
and some concerted action may come of 
it. An added angle of grief has been 
bothering Nebraska State Fair officials. 
The board voted unanimously to discon- 
tinue the return privilege on regular 
season tickets. It seems people had made 
a practice of passing tickets around to 
their friends, thus depriving the fair of 
legitimate income. Special tickets will 
now be printed for season holders whose 
connection with the fair is such that 
they must be in and out frequently dur- 
ing the day and an extra charge will 
be placed on them. 

In the East there appears a growing 
disposition to provide passes, to be dis- 
tributed by a chosen responsible fair of- 
ficial, only to those 4-H Club members 
whose activities show’ that they have 
done something definite for the fair. 

Passes in some measure are necessary. 
Increasing efficiency in managements 
gradually is decreasing the number de- 
manded by politicians. Most successful 
fairs are tighter with passes than the 
proverbial Pullman window. There is a 
rapidly growing inclination to cut the 
free list to the bone and adhere to it, 
tho the heavens fall. 


UCH satisfaction is expressed with 

the general attitude of fair officials 

and exhibitors, at two recent re- 
gional conferences, by Ralph E. Ammon, 
chief of Fairs and State Development, 
Madison, Wis. Copies have been pre- 
pared of proceedings at the Wausau and 
Madison meetings, and a Wisconsin Fair- 
man’s Handbook is just off the press. 

Purpose of the conferences was three- 
fold: Discussion of premium lists with 
the hope of effecting a more uniform 
system of premiums, a more uniform ac- 
counting system for county fairs, and 
a new system of licensing judges for 
county fairs. Rather definite action on 
all three programs followed the con- 
ferences. 

“The Department of Agriculture and 
Markets was requested to perfect the 
new judging system as I outlined it,” 
we are informed by Mr. Ammon. “We 
also were requested to perfect an ac- 
counting system and to require all fairs 
to use it and the department was asked 
to mail to all fair secretaries the sug- 
gestions in regard to premium lists 
which were made at the conferences. 

“It was the general opinion of officials 
that the Association of Fairs, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Markets and 
the College of Agriculture should con- 
tinue to work toward a maximum pre- 
mium list that would limit the classi- 
fications on which State aid will be paid. 

“Our plans now are to hold five or six 
additional conferences following the 
1932 fair season, and that in these con- 
ferences we will complete the premium 
list and that the uniform maximum 
premium list, the new system of licens- 
ing judges and the uniform accounting 
system will all be ready for the fairs and 
will be put into effect in 1933.” 


ERHAPS he will have more spare 
time, having eliminated the hand- 
shaking nuisance, and President 
Hoover can take in a few fairs next fall. 
At any rate, the ball has been started 
rolling by Minnesota. The president has

For 1932 Wheeling Event 


WHEELING, W. Va., April 23.—Indica- 
tions that West Virginia State Fair will 
be held here as usual next fall were seen 
in an order entered by Ohio County Cir- 
cuit Court, in which Congressman Carl G. 
Bachmann, receiver for the property, is 
authorized to enter into an agreement 
for lease of the equipment and real 
estate. 

Order was filed in a receivership action 
styled George W. Lutz, et al., against 
West Virginia Exposition and State Fair 
Association. Receiver is authorized to 
enter into an agreement with some “de- 
sirable lessee” for a lease on equipment 
and real estate for purpose of operating 
a State fair and for a lease on the race 
track and fairgrounds. 

The order recites that it is “for the 
best interests of bonaholders, creditors 
and stockholders to have the State fair 
operate for the season 1932, and to lease 
a part of the real estate for an amuse- 
ment park.” 

The big plant went: into hands of a 
receiver several months ago, and prior to 
the order entered doubt was expressed 
that a fair would be held this year. u 


Montana Budget Maintains 
Advertising and Premiums 


GREAT FALLS, Mont., April 23.—Com- 
missioners of North Montana Fair, look- 
ing to the 1932 exposition, August 22-26, 
have set up a budget calling for about 
#4,000 for advertising, more than $18,000 
in premiums and erection of first unit 
of an agricultural building. ‘ 

Advertising will include newspapers, 
radio, billboards, letter inserts, tire covers 
and many other phases. This item is at 
the same figure as allowed a year ago. 
While some rearrangement was made in 
the premium. list, it was held that to at- 
tract the high-class of exhibits shown at 
the initial exposition it would be neces~- 
sery to offer attractive prizes. 

First unit of the agricultural building 
will cost about $16,000 This structure, 
to be erected near the grand stand, will 
provide space for agricultural exhibits or 
an gutomobile show this year. 

Interest by the 14 rural communities 
of Cascade County and adjoining coun- 
ties in racing at the fair resulted in add. 
ing to this program races in which horses 
from these communities may be placed 
in competition with one another. Each 
community will be allowed to enter two 
horses and each North Montana County 
four horses. There will be two com- 
munity races, two county races and a 
free-for-all race.

Bureau, thru McSparran, 
reports 12 fairs passed out 
within last 3 years 


HARRISBURG, Pa., April 23—Time 
and place for holding 70 county and 
local exhibitions have been compiled by 
the bureau of statistics and information, 
Pennsylvania Department of Agriculture, 
with co-operation of secretaries of fair 
associations. 


The fair season covers a period of ap- 
proximately 12 weeks, first one opening 
on August 3 at Ligonier, Westmoreland 
County, and the last scheduled for Oc- 
tober 19 at Franklin, Venango County. 


Reports to the bureau indicate that 
at least 12 fair associations have gone 
out of existence during the last three 
years. In many cases the organizations 
became insolvent. 


Merging Advocated 


In this connection, Secretary of Agri- 
culture John A. McSparran has issued 
the following statement: 


“It is our firm belief that our fairs 
in Pennsylvania are in many counties 
developing along lines that will eventu- 
ally get them all into financial difficulty. 
They are more and more becoming com- 
munity projects rather than county 
fairs. We believe the time has come, 
in view of the magnificent success of 
the Farm Products Show at Harrisburg, 
that the several fairs in the counties 
should be merged into one outstanding 
county fair so that these county fairs 
would become the natural elimination 
field for exhibits that could come up 
later and compete in the Pennsylvania 
Farm Show in January. 


Asks Clean Fairs 


“Of course, there are some of those 
products that could not be kept over, 
but quite a few of them could be, and 
instead of having the overhead and the 
expense of a half dozen fairs in a coun- 
ty, certainly a better type of premium 
could be offered, and with the auto- 
mobiles it is no great chore for the peo- 
ple of the county to gather together in 
one central place for their county com- 
petition. 

“These county fairs should be built 
up without the presence of any type of 
gambling or immoral shows. The fact 
that some of them, are today operated 
clean and successfully indicates that all 
of them might be, and they certainly 
should be. We ask the co-operation of 
all fair boards in the State to see to it 
that the fairs this coming summer be 
merged into larger units and to make 
them cleaner and finer than they have 
ever been before.”

“every official and committee member 
should have definite responsibilities to 
perform.

“There are probably no fixed rules that 
can be laid down regarding proper di- 
vision of the budget, as local conditions 
should govern this matter, but each de- 
partment should be considered carefully 
many months in advance and a proper 
balance struck.” 

Mr. Gaskill declared that a fair is 
doomed to failure if each committee is 
allowed to run its department unlimited 
as to budget and detailed plan of action. 
He came out for closer co-operation and 
harmony between officials and commit- 
tees.

Experience Exchange 
Methods Used in the Operation of My Grand-Stand Show 


By MABEL L., STIRE 
(Secretary-Manager Mississippi State Fair, Jackson) 


A high-class unit show (professional), 
featuring circus acts, vaudeville numbers 
and a good concert band, has proved by 
far the most successful form of evening 
grand-stand entertainment at the Missis- 
Sippi State Fair at Jackson. 

For afternoon entertainment the Jack- 
son exposition ‘for a number of years 
has been featuring auto racing and foot- 
ball—the auto speed battles on the first 
three days of the week and football dur- 
ing the latter half. 

Three main factors largely credited 
with the success of evening presenta- 
tions have been hunger of patrons for 
“in-the-flesh” entertainment, high-class 
nature of the acts and popular prices 
that prevail. 

GOOD MUSIC ESSENTIAL 

Another important factor has been 
good music. The Jackson exposition has 
been fortunate in obtaining the hest 
concert bands available. It has been 
found, since the advent of “canned mu- 
sic,” that patrons are as starved for 
high-class band music as they are for 
human performers, and the management 
has been “cashing in” on this deficiency 
in the entertainment life of fair patrons. 

All important, of course, is the choice 
of the right kind of entertainers. Missis- 
sippi State Fair revues have been with- 
out exception high class, featuring flashy 
settings. clever mumbers, beautifully 
costumed and well-trained choruses, a 
variety of specialties, with several circus 
thrillers thrown in for good measure. 


The bands, as has already been said, 
have also been uniformly good, not only 
playing the revue, but always rendering 
a concert as a ‘prelude to the evening 
performance. 


Use of public address systems in re- 
cent years has added the crowning touch 
to the entertainment, making the voices 
of the cast and the musical accompani- 
ment audible in all parts of the grand 
stand. 


AUTO RACING IS DRAW 


Auto racing, interspersed with circus 
acts and band numbers, is the enter- 
tainment found most successful for the 
first three afternoons of Jackson Exposi- 
tion Week. Patrons in search of thrills 
seem to find them in the benzine battles. 


During the latter part of Fair Week, 
when young folks predominate, no form 
of daylight entertainment attracts them 
like football, and so the State Fair 
usually provides three or four good 
games between the outstanding State 
and Southern colleges. 

In conclusion, the high-class revue 
type of entertainment, built up all week 
by newspaper comment and _ word-of- 
mouth advertising, has done much 
toward solving the last-night grand- 
stand bugaboo, unusually large numbers 
availing themselves of the advertised 
“last chance” to see the grand-stand 
show. 

At least, such is the experience of the 
Mississippi State Pair. 


unless product advertised is worthy, Otis 
Carl Wiliams, head of an advertising 
company in this city, suggested direct-by- 
mail, radio, newspaper and periodical and 
outdoor display advertising as judicious 
media, but doubted the value of thru- 
the-mail pamphleteering. He recom- 
mended that publications rate 70 per 
cent of all advertising and 30 per cent 
be split between radio and billboards. 


Laurence B. Boston, director Division 
of Reclamation, Soil Survey and Fairs, 
State Department of Agriculture, gave 
suggestions for this year, offering general 
comments on premiums and negligence 
in payments, the pass evil, better pub- 
licity and greater co-operation from di- 
rectors and their colleagues in fair op- 
eration. 

Thomas Ashworth, Charlton City, one 
of the picturesque characters at these 
meetings, spoke on purses, horse-race 
programs, entries and classes in connec- 
tion with the Mohawk Fairs Circuit, 
which he stated was organized seven 
years ago at Gardner and has met with 
increasing success year by year. 


Davis on Pass Evil 


Prof. C. J. Fawcett, State College, Am- 
herst, gave an elaborate account of 
special live-stock exhibits, and submitted 
the dynamometer itinerary for this year, 
while Earle S. Carpenter, also of State 
College, read his regular report of the 
committee on judging. 


President Gaskill called upon Will Davis, 
secretary Rutland (Vt.) Fair, who never 
fails to appear at these Commonwealth 
assemblies. Mr. Davis told how Rutland 
handles the pass gate and different type 
tickets. 

“Tighten up your gates,” Mr. Davis 
warned. “Too many passes are given 
away gratis.” 

Rutland’s appropriation for entertain- 
ment will be maintained on a level with 
last year’s, he said. The association 
chieftain also asked Lieutenant Mansfield, 
of the State Police Commission, for a few 
words. 

Secretary Lombard announced that the 
dates of the winter meeting of the body 
have been shifted from January 25-26 to 
January 18-19, at Hawthorne Hotel, 
Salem, and that the “MecHanical Cow,” 
which is becoming As famous as the 
“Mechanical Hen,” will be available this 
year, provided enough fairs come thru 
with the $25 rental fee. 


Appeal to “Stay-at-Homes” 

Travers D. Carman, advertising repre- 
sentative for The Billboard, with offices 
in Boston, told the body of the function 
of this publication; specifically of the fair 
department. 

“The fair department renders, .in my 
opinion, a service of useful character,” 
Mr. Carman said. “It helps to interpret 
your problems.” 

He introduced his assistant, Edith R. 
Doane; Leonard Traube, of the New York 
outdoor staff, and Leslie G. Anderson, 
Eastern advertising manager, New York 
office. 

Mr. Anderson felt that with ocean and 
transcontinental travel less active this 
year, fairs in the Bay State are in a 
great position to attract these “stay-at- 
homes.” He also stated that The Bill- 
board would work out any individual or 
collective problem with respect to fairs 
for editorial consideration. 

Mr. Boston praised this publication as 
a valuable news medium and a significant 
aid to fairs, stating that its fair section 
has always co-operated with his depart- 
ment.

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Alabama Favorable to Shows 


Playing Under Fair Auspices 


Opinion of attorney-general exempts them from State 


and county licenses, also applies to four 


“rehearsal 


weeks”? for resident shows wintering in the State 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., April 22.—Alabama’s glad hand is out to give carnivals 
and the like attractions which play fairs in this State a bit of “depression relief” 
by exempting them from State and county licenses, it was disclosed Thursday in 


an opinion by Thomas E. Knight Jr., State attorney-general. 


The act which gives 


carnivals such exemption was passed during the 1931 Legislature, the bill having 
been introduced by Representative Tyler Goodwin, of Montgomery, ostensibly for 
the benefit of the Rubin & Cherry Shows, which have been wintering here for years. 


It not only provides exemption for car. 
nivals which play under auspices of fairs, 
but if such carnivals winter in Alabama 
and are owned by a person who claims 
the State as his home and votes here, and 
maintains permanent winter quarters in 
this State, then the show is allowed four 
weeks of rehearsal performances after 
closing winter quarters without State or 
county license. 


Question was raised by D. W. Crosland, 
probate judge of Montgomery County, 
regarding the street carnival of the Rubin 
& Cherry Shows, which closes a week 
here Sunday as an attraction in Mont- 
gomery Trade Week. Show sponsored by 
the American Legion, which receives 2 
per cent of the gross for unemployment 
aid, according to press, during Trade Week 
sponsored by local Retail Merchants’ As- 
sociation. Legally, however, it appears 
event was spomsored by Alabama State 
Fair Association, as shown by Judge 
Crosland’s inquiry to attorney-general. 


Judge Crosland’s letter in part is as 
follows: “Please refer to an Act approved 
June 6, 1931 (Acts 1931, p. 288), and ad- 
vise whether or not a street fair operated 
under the auspices of the Alabama State 
Fair Association in the city of Mont- 
gomery from April 16 to 24, inclusive, is 
exempt from the payment of the license 
fee therein required. It has been stated 
to me that there is no general admission 
fee charged, and same is in the nature 
of a rehearsal as provided for in said aci, 
only it is being conducted on the streets 
of Montgomery instead of being con- 
ducted at their regular winter quarters.” 


Attorney-General Knight replied: “In 
answer to your inquiry, I am of the opin- 
ion that the State Fair in question is 
exempt from payment of the license pro- 
vided for by an act approved June 6, 1931 
(General Acts, 1931, p. 288). The Act 
exempts from license: (1) Any State fair 
or carnival operated by or under the 
auspices of the State fair, county fairs or 
district fairs, and (2), the first four weeks 
rehearsal performances after closing of 
winter quarters in this State of a street 
fair or carnival owned by a citizen of 
this State and having its principal situs 
in Alabama, and maintaining its per- 
manent winter quarters in Alabama. 

“The last sentence of said Act provides 
as follows: 

“Provided further, that on and after 
Cctober 1, 1931, all street fairs or car- 
nivals charging an admission fee shall be 
subject to the regular license provided 
for under this Act.’ 


“It is my opinion that it was not the 
intention of the Legislature to nullify 
the exemption provided for in the first 
part of the Act by the proviso above 
quoted. The above quoted proviso ap- 
plies only .to street fairs or carnivals 
charging an admission fee. It is my 
opinion that the admission referred to is 
a general admission fee for admission to 
the fair or carnival grounds.” 


The city of Montgomery also agreed to 
permit the carnival to open the season 
here without payment of city license in 
view of gross percentage given for un- 
employed. 

Carnival business has been fair and 
merchants who sought tieup by offering 
bargains during week have offered words 
of *raise and no complaints.

RAW up a sofa ‘and start the radio 

while we discuss a chapter in the 

life of Charles A. Nash, general 
manager of the Eastern States Exposi- 
tion, Springfield, Mass.; Milton Dan- 
ziger’s chief rival for the after-dinner- 
speaking tiara; wizard of the horseman- 
ship craft and, to boot, entrepreneur of 
a national quilt contest at this year’s 
exposition. Mr. Nash was in Chicago the 
other Sunday and bumped into two or 
three operators of Middle Western fairs. 
During the usual discussion anent the 
comparative merits of New England pie 
and Iowa corn, they got to talking about 
various classes for horse shows. As is 
generally known, quite a few fairs have 
horse shows in their programs, but Mr. 
Nash told them about a class which has 
been included in the Springfield Horse 
Show every year—class for trotters. 
Went on to say that it has been only 
within. the last two or three years that 
any horse show in this country has 
recognized the trotter. Springfield has 
used a class of this kind for three sea- 
sons and it has worked out perfectly. 
This class is conditioned on post entries. 
Racing usually is run at Eastern States 
from Monday to Thursday, so Mr. Nash 
puts this class in the horse-show pro- 


gram on Wednesday night, the day be- 
fore the race-horse faculty starts leaving. 
It all makes a colorful class and the 
crowds look forward to it keenly every 
year in the mammoth Coliseum at the 
fairgrounds. Eastern States, by the way, 
doesn’t use running horses, but he sees 
no reason that such a class should not 
be included in horse shows. The trot- 
ters—single horse, stallion, mare or 
gelding—must have participated in at 
least two races on recognized tracks last 
year, and are judged for conformation, 
gait, walk, jog and speed, but excessive 
action is not favored. They are shown 
in harness to sulky or bike cart, and 
drivers must be in racing colors. Awards 
scale from $75 down to intermediate 
prizes of $50, $35, $20 and ribbons.

Bad Weather, St. Louis 


ST. LOUIS, April 22—Beckmann & 
Gerety’s World’s Best Shows, which 
opened, as stated in last issue, April 8, 
on the Grand and LaClede lot, have 
since experienced much rainy and cold 
weather, following a splendid opening 
night.

The only criticism 
I have heard from patrons in restaurants 
and places where automatic phonographs 
are found is that they have a sly feeling 
of not getting their nickel’s worth. Some 
have said that the machine should play 
both sides of a record for a nickel. These 
double-length playing records may be 
very convincing to the public that they 
get full value for their coins.

much as $500 a month. This rental plan 
eliminates all trouble about commissions 
and gives the operator a real concession 
with a definite contract as to how long 
the game can remain there. It eliminates 
the possibility of a competitor offering a 
higher commission at least for a fixed 
period. The novelty of this plan sug- 
gests that there is room for real business 
enterprise in the field of operating auto- 
matic games. As these machines demon- 
strate their popular appeal, more elit2 
locations will be willing to rent space or 
accept games on the commission basis. 
The trade is now able to provide games 
of such quality as to be fit for most any 
high-class building or location. What is 
needed now is operators of vision who 
will go after the choice spots, the big 
spots where real business approach and 
business contracts can be had. 


The great Merchandise Mart Building 
is an indication of the growing possibili- 
ties in carrying automatic amusement 
into the very biggest office buildings of 
the cities. The big main floor drug store 
on the east side of this building had 
three pin games this week, and were al- 
ways quite busy when observed a number 
of times. A pin game is also located in 
the elevated waiting room on the second 
fioor. Last week I mentioned that only 
scales had been able to gain the very 
choice spots right at the main east side 
entrance. Naturally the size and dignity 
of penny scales permit placing them in 
spots where it would be out of the ques- 
tion to locate a pin game. The signifi- 
caht thing is that automatic games are 
gradually making their way into many 
buildings that provide choice locations. 
These elite places will be an encourage- 
ment to the industry to keep the quality 
of the machines high rather than let a 
lowering of quality kill the business.

attractive girl attendant could be very 
useful in getting the play started in loca- 
tions where lots of people pass. Some 
would ask why have coin-operated ma- 
chines if an attendant is employed. The 
reason is that there is a definite novelty 
about a coin chute that has its value in 
getting the play. , 

A thing to be watched with consider- 
able interest is the machines lately ap- 
pearing which are put forward as “not a 
pin game.” That is, games built in cabi- 
net or table style like pin games and yet 
minus the pins. The A. B. T. Manufac- 
turing Company announced several days 
ago that three new games were on the 
way, and that they were were not. pin 
games. No details have been announced 
as yet as to the exact layout of these 
games. Howard Peo heralded the an- 
nouncement of “Daisy” as not a pin 
game, and when “Daisy” appeared she 
had curved metal bands in her makeup 
where pins would usually be found. [’m 
wondering is this isn’t the first attempt 
to get personal in choosing names for 
these table games. The necessity for 
catchy names for the great variety of 
games on the market has been an in- 
teresting study, and most of them have 
been. of the impersonal showmanship 
twang. Doraldina Corporation announces 
a new game that is not a pin game; 
Roll-Itt and a few others are making 
their appearance as games to replace the 
pin games. Such experimentation is the 
life of trade and it is apparently the only 
way to develop something to follow pin 
games—if pin games should lose their 
popularity with the public. As previous. 
ly mentioned in this column, there are 
no definite indications yet that the play- 
ing public is getting tired of pin games. 
Where good machines are provided and 
well-known inducements to playing pro- 
vided, the play keeps up. 

While there is a competitive element 
in the effort to find something different 
from the pin games, still the trade should 
take pride in the new games being of- 
fered. We may need them some day to 
bolster up the dwindling of business, and 
it is the only known way to discover 
what is next in the automatic.game field. 
No doubt the most successful machines 
for the time being will be those that 
combine other gaming elements with pin 
game features. The card game feature 
did not make the hit that its appear- 
ance and sportiness might have sug- 
gested, as there has been a tendency to 
discourage it in some quarters because it 
is too suggestive of a chance game.

Last year a big Chicago furniture store 
advertised extensively a well-known elec- 
tric refrigerator, equipped with a quarter- 
in-the-slot coin box. This was advertised 
as a new type of installment selling. 
Purchasers would place a quarter in the 
chute each day and the current would be 
switched on for 24 hours. This year a 
big department store group has already 
announced Frigidaires equipped with the 
25-cent chute or coin box. They adver- 
tise the plan as a simplified system of

installment selling. The chief value of 
these innovations to the automatic trade 
is that it will tend to popularize coin- 
operated mechanisms. There is a novelty 
about them that has its appeal to many 
people. The more popularized coin 
mechanisms become, the easier it will be 
to get favorable legislation. Whether 
the equipping of electrical utility devices 
with coin chutes can develop into a real 
business remains to be seen. Electric 
washing machines were among the first 
appliances to be equipped with coin- 
controlled devices. A Minneapolis con- 
cern came forward in 1931 announcing 
a specialty of making coin-controlling 
and timing devices for electrical appli- 
ances. A Chicago concern was incor- 
porated about the same time to boost the 
placing of electric refrigerators with the 
25 and 50-cent coin devices. Manufac- 
turers of coin-controlled timing devices 
for these uses have come and gone. A 
Cincinnati firm has been supplying these 
mechanisms for years and last week 
came from its hiding to announce the 
Monarch coin chute in The Billboard. 
. . . 


The movement toward the places of 
summer amusement gathers momentum 
every day. Trades that have had long 
experience in catering to parks, resorts, 
beaches, etc., either directly or to con- 
cessioners, are making plaNs as never 
before. The word seems to have gone out 
that there will be plenty of patronage of 
these places this season and that a real 
business revival may break there. Many 
will wonder how it can happen with the 
depression still on. Last year I listened 
to a very amusing discussion as to why 
the ball games were so well patronized. 
The opinion was advanced by one speaker 
that people will spend their last coin’ to 
see a game, show or any type of amuse- 
ment in order to forget the more dis- 
couraging news of the times. There is a 
lot to that theory, and so the coin-ma- 
chine trade should join in the march to 
the places of seasonal amusement. Trade 
publications in the park and resort field 
are appealing to the coin-machine manu- 
facturers to come over and help provide 
a new type of entertainment for their 
patrons. So evidently the opportunity is 
there. The firm of M. K. Brody set a new 
pace in this field recently by creating and 
advertising a new game especially for the 
outdoor amusement places. It is a new 
slant on going out for business and may 
help to suggest other ideas to manufac- 
turers of various types of automatic 


games.

G. E. Gagne has develope@ a novelty 
which he says brings good results in the 
standard photo-card vending machines. 
This type of vending machine has been 
on the market for a long time, and no 
real stimulating improvement made in 
them for some years. Something that will 
put new life into these machines will be 
a welcome boom. Silver Sam has often 
suggested that many of these almost for- 
gotten types of vending machines could 
be modernized and made to become profit 
yielders. Mr. Gagne adds a compliment 
to his letter, which is appreciated: “The 
growth of your column in The Billboard 
has been noted by many of us here in 
Rochester with considerable satisfaction. 
Keep up the good work!”

Fred S. Ailes has his eye on the oranges 
down in Plorida. “Can you inform me,” 
he writes, “what firm makes the apple 
vending machine? See them in use at 
Jantzen Beach, Portland, but don’t find 
any in use here in Florida. I believe it 
would be a winner here on oranges and 
apples, so wish to get in touch with a 
firm making these machines.” Fred has 
been given the name of the best-known 
manufacturer of these venders, who hap- 
pens to be located in Portland. Exten- 
sive experiments were carried on in Chi- 
cago by this manufacturer with apple 
venders during the winter of 1930-31. 
I had forgotten the firm and do not know 
what is the latest informatioa about its 
success. These venders have been Sseri- 
ously considered by co-operative fruit- 
marketing organizations as a possible 
distribution outlet. The appearance of 
unemployed men on the city streets sell- 
ing apples has no doubt been a discour- 
agement to the progress of the fruit- 


vending machines. Some new patents on 
fruit- vending machines have been granted 
within the last year. I talked with one 
restaurant owner who had an apple 
vender in his place of business, and had 
given it a favorable location near the 
front entrance. He did not seem so en- 
thusiastic about it. Evidently, in the 
successful operation of fruit venders 
there would liave to be a very careful 
choosing of locations.

A Chicago merchant who has taken 
quite an interest in amusement ma- 
chines confided to me that from the 
merchant's viewpoint it would be better 
if all games were made on the small or- 
der. But that the public seems to play 
the larger size games more readily. 


At a meeting held at the Roslyn Hotel, 
Los Angeles, Monday evening, April 18, 
attended by more than 100 operators, 
manufacturers and jobbers of that city, 
the Association of Coin-Machine Opera- 
tors was organized. Officers elected 
were as follows: President, Jack Olson, 
of Automatic Amusements Company: 
vice-president, Bernard Davis, of the Al 
Gustafson Company; secretary, C. A. 
Smith; treasurer, E. E. Wolfe, of the 
Junior Manufacturing Company. Several 
committees were appointed to aid in the 
work of advancing the interests of the 
amusement-machine and vending-ma- 
chine operators of Southern California. 
The law firm of Hansen & Sweeney, Los 
Angeles, was voted as counsel for the 
association. An elaborate dinner was 
served. The next meeting of the new 
association is scheduled for April 25 in 
the main dining room of the Rosslyn 
Hotel, at which time more than 300 


operators are expected to attend.
